Ly this volume Miss Thackeray has given us, in 
fac-simile, a good many of the rough drawings 
made by her father from time totime to illustrate 
his bgoks, and which served, occasionally, to ex- 
plain his meaning better than language could. 
Usually, they were intended to serve as decor- 
ations, but their success is never failing, and 
they display the rich humour and the keen 
perception of character which might be ex- 
pected from the author of ‘ Vanity Fair’ and 
*Esmond’ when he took pen in hand to 
draw. The volume gives Miss Thackeray a new 
<laim on the world’s gratitude, and it is so full 
ef life and so delightful in itself, that we only 
regret that it is not a complete collection of all 
her father drew in this way. Most of us know 
that Thackeray at one period devoted himself 
to the practice of drawing with a view to 
being an artist. This was before he became 
a journalist, and his studies never went very 
far. Still, he attained something like facility 
with the pen, his favourite instrument for 
drawing ; and when he took pains, he drew 
pretty well, as many of the designs in this 
book show. At other times and when sketch- 
ing hastily, he produced those queer, disjointed 
figures, at which so many have wondered and 
‘some audacious persons have laughed. But, 
at any rate, he rarely failed to express himself 
perfectly well, and not the slightest and most 
hasty sketch of his is without significance 
—few are without humour. For example, 
there is a rough sketch here sent in reply to 
an invitation from Sir H. Cole’s daughters to 
come and play trap-and-ball in the garden 
at Gore House, in which the artist appears— 
hair, spectacles, and long coat—full of action 
and expression, vigorously playing with three 
little damsels, the ‘‘ Bilers” being in the back- 
ground, “embossomed among trees,” as he 
would have said. Thackeray was rather fond 
of drawing himself, and we regret not to find 
among the portraits in the book that capital 
one which served as a tailpiece to one of his 
prefaces, and, by way of illustrating an apology 
for neglect or delay in publishing a new 
book, represented that the author had been 
ill, and displayed Thackeray sitting up in 
bed in his night-cap and spectacles. There 
is a capital little sketch, in this volume, of a 
French drummer- boy, intended to illustrate 
«The Chronicle of the Drum.’ It is as slight 
as it is vigorous; indeed, the slighter were 
Thackeray’s drawings the better, or, at least, 
the more spirited, or the more humorous, or 
the sadder they were, and most of us recollect 
the initial letters to the chapters in the artist’s 
books, how vigorous they were, how completely 
in keeping with the words to which they were 
attached. At any rate, it is certain that his 
drawings gained nothing by being elaborated. 
The capital sketches to ‘ Mrs. Ferkins’s Ball’ 
do not disprove this, for they are as slight as 
they well can be, although they are unusually 
large. One of them is in this volume, 





a first-rate and most original representa- 
tion of Mr. Frederick Minchin dancing in 
the vivacity of early youth, before he 
had attained to that quiet dignity for which 
he was afterwards remarkable. Bounding in 
his light pumps, his coat-tails flying up as his 
body descends, his hands reverted, and his 
fingers thrust downwards and clad in gloves 
that unquestionably have been “ cleaned,” he is 
indeed a gallant figure, but the expression on 
his features is beyond the power of words to 
describe. The philosophical inquirer may won- 
der how it happens that a human being, such 
as Mr. F. Minchin, should ever condescend 
to such a performance; still more might he 
marvel that the dance should ever be brought 
to such a pass as to be performed in this 
mode. 

This volume contains, besides a large number 
of sketches and some more ambitious draw- 
ings, “Specimen extracts from the New Novel, 
‘The Orphan of Pimlico,’ a Moral Tale of Bel- 
gravian Life, by Miss M. T. Wigglesworth, 
many Years Governess in the Nobility’s 
Families, and Authoress of ‘ Poesies of Poesy,’ 
‘Thoughts on the Use of the Globes,’ &c., 
London, 1851,”—a tale begun at Kensington, 
as Miss Thackeray tells us, one evening by 
lamplight, and here embodied in fragments 
suggesting a harrowing romance of high life, 
and showing that the common lot of care 
oppresses even “‘the coronetted brows,” as 
Miss Wigglesworth put it, of the noble 
inhabitants of “ Belgravia,” as the good 
governess delighted to call the district in 
which she “ resided.” Miss Wigglesworth was 
possessed of “ satisfactory Church of England 
principles,” but she does not tell us what these 
were, although she cites the testimony of the 
Rev. Mr. Oriel, the Rev. Mr. Thurifer, and 
the other revered clergy of the district in 
favour of her own character. Her hero was 
a foolish young Earl; her villain a certain Mr. 
Mordant, who figures here as a “ demoniacal ” 
swaggerer, capable of atrocious love and 
murder, who wears hanks of hair turned back 
from his forehead, and leaves of his beard 
only that pointed tuft which is commonly 
called a “ Yankee chin brush,” an ornament 
which was Thackeray’s special abhorrence. He 
shaved his lip and cheeks, leaving this un- 
lovely “ brush,” and he had staring eyes deep 
set in gaunt hollows. This worthy fights a 
duel with the Earl, and shoots him, and is 
himself shot by the nobleman’s wooden-legged 
relative, Admiral the Earl of Trumpington, 
who appears on the scene just after the other 
Earl has perished. The conclusion may be 
given in the words of Miss Wigglesworth :— 

“Gentles! the rest of our affecting prologue is 
quickly told. The body of Lord Lancelot was 
laid at Castle Guinevere; that of the fiendish 
Mordant carried back to his apartments in the 
Albany, of which the bailiffs had already taken 
possession. The Fitz Marlinspike family ’tis 
known profess the ancient faith. In the Convent 
at Tawnton is a lady who has doffed the Countess’s 
coronet for the black veil and white cap of the 
nun. Among the barefooted friars at Puddles- 
wood, is one who is old and grey-bearded, and has 
a wooden leg. But few know that old Brother 
Barnabas is Fitz Marlinspike’s earl. Rigolette 
and Coulenoze, the domestics, whose betrayal 
caused all this tragedy, fled, and were apprehended 
with the spoons. Messrs. Famish and Ragg are 
both in the Bench; and the General who acted 
as Lord Fitz Marlinspike’s second is now an altered 
man. And Arabella? who can tell how much she 





suffered, how bitterly she wept? She, of course, 
never married. She was appointed guardian to 
the little Lady Emmeline, who is now eighteen 
years of age; has ninety-six thousand a year ; is as 
lovely as an angel, and is called ‘The Heiress of 
Pimlico.’” 

There are dozens of good sketches of charac- 
ter in the book, and we recommend them 
heartily to all who owe anything to Thackeray ; 
but especially likely to interest our readers is 
the fine satire called ‘The Lecture,’ supposed to 
represent the audience at Thackeray's lecture, 
delivered in that exalted Scotch town, Kil- 
drummle. One of the best designs is a 
street scene in Glasgow, with some little 
children playing in the dreary street. “The 
child-bully (what a little Scotch bully it is !) is 
tearing away an orange from its rightful owner, 
who, ragged, shock-headed, wildly clutches at 
his treasure. In the distance a funeral car is 
turning down a side street; the mother and 
children are gazing at the sight.” Entirely in 
Thackeray’s way is ‘Prize Dramatists,’ show- 
ing Sir Henry Sparkle, an old beau and rake 
of the stage in the time of our grandfathers, “a 
palmy era of which we have heard so much.” 
So Miss Thackeray insinuates her sentiments 
about the so-called golden age of the stage. 
Queen Elizabeth making love to Shakspeare, 
an intended illustration to an unpublished 
romance, by Alexandre Dumas, will delight 
many, so will the sketches and verses which 
illustrate the ‘Gold Pen,’ Thackeray’s favourite 
pen. 








ETON, 
Memoirs of Celebrated LEtonians. By J. 
Heneage Jesse. 2 vols. (Bentley & Son.) 
The Eton Portrait Gallery, consisting of short 
Memoirs of the more Eminent Eton Men. 
By a Barrister of the Inner Temple. With 
twelve steel Engravings, designed and 
executed by Cavalier Gabrielli. (Eton 
College, Williams & Son ; London, Simpkin 
& Marshall.) 
Eron and its Etonians have already had their 
historians. In 1848, Prof. Creasy published 
his ‘ Eton College,’ and just half a century has 
gone by since his more important work, 
‘Eminent Etonians,’ appeared. In 1869, the 
late Mr. Howard Staunton produced his 
‘Great Schools of England.’ In the first fifty 
pages of his book, Mr. Staunton having the 
rare power of condensation, and never being 
tempted to wander from his subject, gave an 
excellent history of the School, its rules, regu- 
lations, and customs, present or past, con- 
nected with it; and some account of both 
masters and scholars. The subject is now 
simultaneously taken up by two writers. The 
Barrister of the Inner Temple gives, in his 
single volume, one hundred and twenty-two 
biographical sketches of eminent Etonians. 
Many of these are omitted by Mr. Jesse, who, 
in his two volumes, furnishes fifty-seven lives, 
of which thirty-three are not to be found in 
the Eton Portrait Gallery. Fourteen scholars, 
more or less eminent, have their lives written 
briefly by both authors. The Barrister ex- 
cludes from his Gallery the Colonial Bishops 
who have sprung from Eton, on the ground 
that the living have not yet a right to be por- 
trayed, and that others have passed out of life 
too recently to be freely dealt with. But the 
same reason has not influenced him with other 
lives. Sir John Wickens, for example, has his 
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presentment here, though he died as lately as 
1873. The Barrister furnishes a tolerable 
narrative of the history of the foundation, and 
of the progress of the School down to the 
present time. The average number of Oppi- 
dans, he tells us, has of late years been about 
850. ‘The general expenses of the Oppidans 
vary of Course, | but the average cost saute is 
about 200/.” Mr. Jesse avoids all history of 
the School, and, concerning himself only with 
the scholars, plunges at once into his subject, 
with a short sketch of Nicholas 
(1700-1758), and ends with Marquis Corn- 
wallis (1758-1805). Mr. Jesse takes his 
celebrities—as Lord Duberly has it—* pro- 
miscuously”; but the Barrister sets his figures 
in groups,—divines, lawyers, statesmen, war- 
riors, historians, novelists, physicians, and so 
on, being kept together according to their 
vocation. 

In neither of these records is it possible to 
trace, and it would be quite impossible to 
prove, that any of the persons whose lives are 
sketched achieved greatness through their 
training at Eton. It is much to be regretted 
that the biographies are little more (sometimes 
much less) than what may be found in good 
biographical dictionaries. Little, and in most 
cases nothing, is said of their Eton days, dis- 
cipline, and conduct, to show us, if it could be 
shown, that the boy was father to the man. 
Would they have been as great under other 
training? Perhaps they might have been 
greater. Let us hear the Barrister :— 





“Tt will, of course, be matter of regret to all 
Etonians that so few of the really great Episcopa 
names of England are inscribed in the College 
rolls. Some bright names, of course, are found in 
the records, where they shine as if in letters of 
gold. Aldrich, Alley, Coxe, Pearson, Sherlock, 
Blomfield, Sumner, and Patteson would confer 
additional dignity on any school however famous. 
But the historic names are absent,--the men who 
bore a principal part in the grand struggle of the 
Reformation, and made even the foreign Roman 
Catholic communions respect the learning of the 
Church of England: these may not be classed 
among ‘Eminent Etonians.’ Such names as Cran- 
mer, Ridley, Jewel, Parker, Hooker, Usher, 
Tillotson, Warburton, Bull, and Butler were never 
enrolled in the register of this Royal foundation. 
But Eton has one small consolation left,—no other 
great Grammar School can claim the honour of 
educating these men. Their training for the 
Universities was received in small local or private 
institutions, The absence, therefore, of such names 
from the College lists does not imply any inferiority 
in reputation or in teaching power on the part of 
Eton. It simply illustrates a fact constantly 
occurring in the history of English intellect,—that 
the greatest educational foundations have not 
always given the primary training to the greatest 
men.” 

It seems a small thing to boast of, that Eton, 
in the matter of education, is not inferior to 
“small local or private institutions.” The 
truth probably is, that a boy with the “ stuff” 
in him will get on wherever the training is 
fairly good ; and that if “opportunity ” pre- 
sent itself in the world, he will know how to 
avail himself of it, by exercise of a mother- 
wit which he both took with him to, and 
brought away from, school. Although ex- 
amples of Eton school-life and of Eton school- 
influences are few in these volumes, they are 
not altogether wanting. As we turn over Mr. 
Jesse's pages, we find Hardinge at his old 
business of verse-making. Hardinge’ s school- 
fellow at Eton, Edward Weston, toasting the

lady of his love, Penelope Patrick j k, drank as 


many glasses of wine as there are letters in 


Penelopea, the name given to her e Weston ; 
whereupon, Hardinge loguitur— 
Ipse Westonus calices, relictis 
imperi rebus, petet, ebriusque 
Ter bibet ternis facilem culullis. 
Penelopean. 
When Morell (afterwards the ‘poor old 
Morell” of Garrick) and Battie (subsequently 
the great physician and buffoon) were together 
at Eton, their mothers resided in the town. 
a Battie is there to be found, not only 
“rendering herself conspicuous by declaring war 
against Mrs. Morell, the mother of her son’s 
equally clever form-fellow, but having the hardi- 
hood to beard to his face the formidable Head 
Master and eminent polemical divine, Dr. Snape. 
Believing that, owing to the latter having ‘ delayed 
a remove’ for a few days till the recovery of 
young Morell from an illness, he had deprived her 
son of the chance of passing over his schoolfellow’s 
head, she boldly taxed the Doctor, if not with 
injustice, at least with favouritism. In the mean 
time, the two young men, following the example 
set them by their mothers, had contracted a feud 
of their own. It should be mentioned that the 
late Head Master, Dr. Bland, had recently intro- 
duced amongst the scholarsa system of argumenta- 
tive controversy, which, with whatever advantages 
to learning it may have been fraught, was obviously 
not without a tendency to engender jealousy, if 
not quarrels, between the rival disputants, In 
the instance of Battie and Morell, not only was 
this the case, but it appears that one day, although 
they were both old enough to have reached the 
sixth form, they came to blows. After a fair set- 
to, writes Morell, ‘I knocked his head against the 
chapel, and this put an end to the affair for the 
present.’ So indignant, it may be remarked, was 
Mrs. Battie at the turn affairs had taken, that, 
two or three days afterwards, happening to en- 
counter young Morell as he was going into chapel, 
she gave him, to use his own words, a ‘swingeing 
slap in the face.’ In 1722, young Battie 
transferred to King’s College, where Morell had 
preceded him, and whither he was either accom- 
panied or followed by his devoted mother. Doubt- 
less, when, three or four years afterwards, her son 
carried off the Craven Scholarship from half-a- 
dozen accomplished competitors, it was no slight 
satisfaction to her that the son of her old foe, Mrs. 
Morell, was among the discomfited candidates.” 
Fielding takes us back to Eton, in the 
introduction to the thirteenth book of ‘Tom 
“ Thee” (Learning), ‘in thy favourite 
fields, where the limpid gentle-rolling Thames 
washes thy Etonian banks, I have worshipped. 
To thee, at thy birchen altar, with true Spartan 
devotion, I have sacrificed.” Of the good 
Lord Lyttelton at Eton, all we learn is from 
Johnson’s quoted testimony, “that his exer- 
cises were recommended as models to his 
schoolfellows”; and Mr. Jesse adds, “he 
seems to have written English verses from 
inclination almost as early as he composed 
Latin verses from compulsion.” Of Dr. Cocke, 
who became Head Master in 1743, it is said 
that he wrote a Greek tragedy when he was 
yet an Eton boy; but, as he had previously 
been at Harrow, it is fair to allow some of the 
merit of having stimulated this precocious 
genius to the latter School. Of Arne, subse- 
quently the musical composer, we are told by 
Burney “that his love for music cperated 
upon him too powerfully, even while he was at 
Eton, for his own peace or that of his com- 
panions; for, with a miserable cracked common 
flute, he used to torment them night and day, 
when not obliged to attend the school.” *Why 
has not Mr. Jesse told us, in addition, how it 
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was that Arne, the Roman . Catholi ic son of an 
upholsterer, could be at Eton at all in the 
beginning of the last century ? 

Only two Etonians have become Archbishops 
of Canterbury — Cornwallis (famous for his 
Sunday parties at Lambeth) and John Sumner, 
neither of whom owed the distinction to any 
intellectual quality developed at Eton or else- 
where. Among the Head Masters, Dr. Barnard, 
although not the most famous, has been ren- 
dered so by one of the Doctor’s pupils. Anstey, 
in his ‘ New Bath Guide,’ 

That parents to Eton should send 
Five hundred great boobies their manners to mend, 
Whenthe master that’s left it [ Barnard|—thoughno one 
objects 
To his care of the boys in all other respeets— 
Was extremely remiss, for a sensible man, 
In never contriving some elegant plan 
For improving their persons, and showing them how 
To hold up their heads and to make a good bow ; 
When they ’ve got such a charming long room for a 
ball 
Where the scholars might practise, and masters and all ; 
But what is much worse, what no parent would chuse, 
He burnt all their rugiles, and cut off their queues. 

Barnard, in fact, suppressed all dandyism 
among the boys, and, disciplinarian as he was, 
he stands higher in our estimation than Gra- 
ham, an Eton master, who, when he had drunk 
too much wine, had a habit, while speaking to 
one man, of not being able to keep his eyes 
from being directed towards another, and pro- 
ducing confusion accordingly. We learn in 
the above lines more from the poet than from 
the biographer. Mr. Jesse is so hard put to 
find real Eton notices of his heroes as to be 
driven to say of one of them, Marquis Corn- 
wallis,— 

“Of his Eton days, we are at least able to relate 
that he went there at an early age, that while 
playing at hockey he was accidentally struck in 
the eye by his schoolfellow, Shute Barrington, the 
future excellent Bishop of Durham, by which 
mischance he sustained a slight, though permanent, 
obliquity of visien.’ 

With such specimens, we have to regret 
that in these memoirs there is so little told of 
Etonian life, the materials for such history 
not being far to seek. In fact, in almost every 
instance there is no more said than that the 
youth came to Eton, and, after a certain time, 
left it. It is much, if we get a glimpse of 
Walpole and his two friends, or that we 
find Lord North the author of the first 
verse in the ‘Musz Etonenses.’ In saying 
this, we are not blaming Mr. Jesse for what 
he has done, but for what he has left undone ; 
and, in one instance, this short-eoming is, to 
say the least of it, remarkable. 

The most inexplicable of the omissions in 
Mr. Jesse’s book is that of any reference to 
the most eminent (or at least one of the most 
eminent) of Etonians—one whose name is 
now illustrious, while two-thirds of those in 
both the works before us have passed inte 
utter oblivion. We mean Shelley. The 

sarrister-at-Law, however, does notice him, 
but in a most unsatisfactory way; simply 
stating that Shelley entered Eton when thirteen 
(1805), “and there further misery awaited him 
from his obstinate refusal to become a ‘fag.’ He 
cared little for the ordinary work of the School, 
but was no idler, studying the natural history 
of Pliny, and occupying himself with chemical 
experiments. He left Eton in 1808.” That 





is all. But Shelley deserves to be remembered, 
as, in a certain sense, the Good Angel of Eton 
boys. 


In his days fagging was a revolting. 
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tyranny, and his eager and generous spirit was 
aroused to defy it, Masters and elder boys 
alike turned fiercely upon the young champion 
of justice and humanity. Their despotism 
failed to bend him to their will. Pained to 
his inmost soul by it, he concealed the pain ; 
but he gave clear expression to his thoughts, 
and refused to be a slave. It is true that 
(though by no means idle in the work right- 
fully demanded of him) his favourite study 
was chemistry. In some experiments made 
on the Common, the young philosopher set a 
tree on fire. Once he was caught by his tutor, 
Mr. Bethel (2 good man, profoundly ignorant 
of the boy’s nature), experimentalizing in his 
room—a forbidden thing. He had produced 
a blue flame, and to Mr. Bethel’s angry 
inquiry as to his purpose Shelley answered, 
‘“‘Sir, I am raising the devil!” The tutor 
grasped what appeared to be some of the 
means for the demoniacal elevation, and 
probably thought he had touched the Evil 
One when he found himself sprawling on his 
back, overthrown by an electrical machine. 
For between three and four years Shelley lived 
an unhappy life at Eton; but he rendered it 
bearable by the bright resolutions in which 
he indulged, and which were born of his 
hatred of tyranny and his sympathy with its 
victims. There are three stanzas in the dedi- 
cation to his ‘ Revolt of Islam’ which are a 
part of Shelley’s autobiography. They allude 
to his Eton experiences, and what he was de- 
termined should come of them for good. How 
they have been overlooked by Mr. Jesse and 
the Barrister we cannot conceive. We are sure 
no apology is necessary for recalling to the 
memory of our readers lines so full of a sweet 
sadness :— 


Thoughts of great deeds were mine, dear friend, 
when first 

The clouds which wrap this world from youth did 
pass, 

I do remember well the hour which burst 

My spirit’s sleep : a fresh May dawn it was 

When | walk’d forth upon the glitt’ring grass 

And wept, I knew not why, until there rose 

From the next school-room voices that, alas! 

Were but one echo from a world of woes— 

The harsh and grating strife of tyrants and of foes ! 


And then I clasp’d my hands and look’d around, 

But none was near to mock my streaming eyes, 

Which pour’d their warm drops on the sunny ground; 

So without shame I spake :—*‘I will be wise 

And just, and free and mild, if in me lies 

Such power, for I grow weary to behold 

The selfish and the strong still tyrannize 

Without reproach or check.” I then controll’d 
(My tears ; my heart grew calm, and I was meek and 

bold. 


And from that hour did I, with earnest thought, 
Heap knowledge from forbidden mines of lore ; 
Yet nothing that my tyrants knew or taught 
TI cared to learn ; but from that secret store 
Wrought linkéd armour for my soul, before 
It might walk forth to war among mankind. 
Thus, power and hope were strengthened more and 
more 
Within me, till there came upon my mind 
A sense of loneliness, a thirst with which I pined. 


In the above lines there is more of life 
portrayed than in any of the portraits in the 
Barristers Gallery ; more of Eton experience 
than is to be found throughout Mr. Jesse’s 
two volumes. On what grounds he has ex- 
cluded from those volumes the name not only 
of Shelley, but of Porson and of Wellington 
—also celebrated Etonians—we cannot pretend 
to account. For both works, however, there 
will doubtless be a large public ; for the subject 





is a popular one, and, as far as they go, both 
authors furnish pleasant reading. 








Notes of Travel in South Africa. By Charles 
John Andersson. Edited by L. Lloyd. 
(Hurst & Blackett.) 

Sport and War ; or, Recollections of Fighting 
and Hunting in South Africa from the 
Years 1834-1867. With a Narrative of 
HRH, the Duke of Edinburgh's Visit to 
the Cape. By Major-General Bisset, C.B. 
With Map and Illustrations. (Murray.) 

Mr. ANDERSSON first came into notice through 

his association with Mr. Galton, whom he 

accompanied during his exploratory journeys 
through Damara and Ovampo Land. But, 
whilst Mr. Galton returned to Europe, Anders- 
son remained behind, and nearly the whole of 
the remainder of his life was spent in the 
wilds of Southern Africa. Some of his sub- 
sequent explorations have been described by 
him in two charming books of travel, ‘ Lake 

Ngami’ and ‘The Okavango River,’ and the 

volume now under notice carries the history 

of his adventures down to his death, in 1867. 
The book opens in 1861, when its author 

arrived at Otjimbingue, a station which he 

had purchased from the Walwich Bay Mining 

Company, whose superintendent he had been 

at one time. There he proposed to lead the 

life of a trader, supplying the elephant-hunters 
with stores, and sending ivory and cattle to 
the Cape. He fully describes the vicissitudes 
in the life of a tradcr in a barbarous country. 
Through pluck and perseverance he prospered 
until the Damaras rose upon the Namaquas, 
who had hitherto held them in servitude, 
and despised them accordingly. An attack 
which the Namaquas made upon Otjim- 
bingue was repelled, but, though Andersson 
had taken no active share in the fray, he had 
incurred the animosity of the Namaquas, and 
a large herd of cattle, then upon the road to 
the Cape, was stolen by them, and several of 
his servants killed. From comparative wealth 
he thus found himself reduced to poverty, and 
he yielded all the more readily to the solicita- 
tions of the Damaras to place himself at their 
head, as their cause appeared just to him, 
and he had hitherto received nothing but 
kindness at their hands. In a furious battle 
which he describes most graphically, the 

Namaquas were defeated with much slaughter, 

but poor Andersson was struck down by 

many bullets, and became a cripple for the 
remainder of his existence. The disordered 


| state of the country was naturally unfavour- 


able to a revival of trade, and in 1865 we find 
our author back at the Cape, ruined in purse, 
in broken health, but not despairing of being 
able to repair his misfortunes. Sympathetic 
friends, who had the fullest confidence in his 
integrity, supplied the means for a fresh ven- 
ture, and early in 1866 we find him back at 
his old quarters of Otjimbingue, accompanied 
by his wife. But he no longer considered 
that place a favourable field for an adven- 
turous trader, the elephant hunters, his best 
customers, having gone to Ovampo Land, and 
he determined to follow them. It was his last 
journey. The feeling of despondency which 
had taken possession by that time of the mind 
of so resolute a man, is painfully reflected by 
an entry in his journal, dated Jan. 1, 1867:— 

“In a few months I shall have passed my 





fortieth year. Forty years! an ordinary lifetime ; 
and what have I done? A bankrupt in purse 
and health ; and as to what I have performed, it 
is apparently very little; and yet I have worked 
desperately hard, setting danger, fatigue, pain, 
and troubles at nought. God help me, poor 
fellow! But regrets are vain, and I ought not 
to indulge in them. Let me try and make the 
most of the few years left to me here on earth, 
should it please God to spare me.” 

Alas! these few years, anxiously prayed for 
by our author, were not vouchsafed him. 

On the 3rd of February he had reached 
Ondonga, the chief place of Ovampo Land, 
which he saw again’ after an interval of six- 
teen years, during which bloody civil wars 
had reduced the population, and lung-sickness 
swept away their cattle. Yet— 

“The country itself presented the same beauti- 
ful appearance as had enchanted me on our first 
becoming acquainted with it. The like magnificent 
trees, both forest and fruit, were observable every- 
where, and the landscape, as heretofore, was dotted 
in all directions with patriarchal-looking hamlets, 
and further enlivened by groups of men, women, 
and children, occupied in their several vocations. 
The cheerful twitterings and warblings of numer- 
ous birds, moreover, added an additional charm to 
the scene. I have seen many lands and places, 
some perhaps, strictly speaking, more beautiful ; 
but amongst the extensive savannahs, or the 
interminable forests of South Africa, which so 
long has been my home, there was but one 
Ondonga.” 

In spite of the precarious state of his health, 
which was exhibited in frequent vomiting fits, 
and necessitated the taking of morphia to pro- 
cure sleep, Andersson started from Ondonga 
for the Cunene. He reached that river on the 
12th of June, but on the 18th, when almost 
within sight of the Portuguese fort at Humbe, 
he turned back, worn out by manifold suffer- 
ings, and the hand of death upon him. On 
the 5th of July he died in the arms of his 
faithful servant, Ericson, far away from his 
beloved wife, to whom, within a day or two 
of his dissolution, he addressed a most touching 
letter, in which he expressed his trust that he 
would again meet her in a future life. Thus 
perished, in the prime of life, one of our most 
successful explorers, a man beloved by all with 
whom he came into contact. 

Mr. Andersson’s book contains much to 
interest all classes of readers. His remarks on 
the missionaries deserve all the more attention 
as he was himself a man of undoubted piety, 
and, looking to the small results achieved, who 
will disagree with him when he says that 
“a portion, at least, of the stupendous contribu- 
tions now raised in Europe for the support of 
missions would be equally well spent at home” ? 
The chapter on lung-sickness, a kind of rinder- 
pest, which annually carries off thousands of 
animals, domesticated and wild, in South 
Africa, and the treatment of this disease (Pleuro- 
pneumonia ?), described by him, is the more de- 
serving of attention, as he was a large owner of 
cattle, and a heavy sufferer from its ravages. 
Sportsmen and naturalists will read with delight 
the chapter on “game birds,” and the many 
remarks on animals scattered throughout. And 
although the work contains no record of any 
discovery of new lands or rivers, it is not with- 
out interest to geographers. Its greatest charm, 
however, as we conceive, consists in the 
personal fortunes of its amiable and accom- 
plished author. No one who knew him can 
read without emotion the story of his struggles 
against misfortunes, the indomitable courage

with which he bore them, and the efforts made 
to repair them. His many friends must feel 
indebted to Mr. Lloyd for the loving care with 
which he has arranged and edited these post- 
humous pages of a man of sterling worth. 

General Bisset’s volume is not so valuable 
as Mr. Andersson’s; still it is an exciting and 
instructive account of deeds of daring, and as 
such will be read with pleasure by young 
Englishmen. The author was engaged in 
three Kafir wars, and has had great expe- 
rience in the hunting of wild beasts. A 
record of his adventures, therefore, as warrior 
and sportsman, could not fail to be acceptable 
if simply and unaffectedly written, which it 
undoubtedly is. 

General Bisset became a soldier rather 
through the force of circumstances than 
deliberate intention. The Kafir war of 
1834-5 broke out a few days before Christmas 
in the former year, and young Bisset, then 
but fifteen years old, the son of a retired officer 
who had settled at the Cape, found himself 
compelled, by the proclamation of martial law, 
to join the Bathurst Volunteers. He was 
soon in the thick of the fighting, and, 
if what he says is correct, the Kafir wars 
were far more dangerous and arduous affairs 
than they have generally been considered. 
One of the most striking episodes of that war 
was the attempted escape of the celebrated 
chief, Hintza, and his consequent death. 
Hintza was a sort of prisoner at large, accom- 
panying Sir Harry Smith on an expedition, 
and young Bisset was one of Sir Harry’s 
body- guard. On reaching a_table-land, 
thousands of cattle were seen being drawn off 
by the Kafirs. Sir Harry took out his 
telescope, and was looking through it— 
“when all at once there was a shout, ‘ Hintza has 
bolted.” . . . And, indeed, he had got a start of 
at least fifty yards before any one saw him. Sir 
Harry threw down his glass, and we one and all 
dashed after the fugitive ; but no horse except Sir 
Harry’s was equal to that of the chief. After about 
half a mile’s race, Sir Harry overtook Hintza, and 
ordered him to pull up ; but, instead of doing so, 
the chief (who had always been allowed to carry 
his arms, consisting of the usual bundle of seven 
assaigais) made a stab at thegeneral. It was well 
that it was a bundle and not a single assaigai, for, 
although partied with his right arm, the points of 
the seven assaigais' penetrated his coat over the 
right breast, and slightly entered the skin, In 
self-defence Sir Harry drew a pistol, and again 
closed on the chief, directing him to pull up, when 
he again attempted to stab him. Sir Harry then 
snapped the pistol at his head. Southey, William 
Southey, myself, William Shaw, old Driver, 
Balfour, A.D.C. Oliver, and many others, were all 
in this race, but behind. By this time we had 
come tc near the end of the table-land, and could 
see about 10,000 Kafirs in a semicircle, and crown- 
ing the hills in all directions, Hintza was making 
direct for his people, and there was no time to be 
lost. Sir Harry once more closed with the chief, 
and this time seized him by the collar of his tiger- 
skin robe, and slightly dividing the space between 
the two horses hurled the chief headlong to the 
ground. Hintza was on his feet in an instant, 
and, drawing one of his assaigais, threw it after 
Sir Harry ; but his horse had bolted from fright at 
the chiet’s fall, and the assaigai fell short, but 
under the horse’s legs. Hintza was at this time 
at the edge of the table-land, and running down 
the steep face of the mountain.” 


To make a long story short, some of the 
escort dismounted and pursued him on foot. 
After some search, they found him standing 
in a stream, pointing an assaigai which he was 





just about to cast, when his brains were blown 
out. This day was a noteworthy one to young 
Bisset, for on it he received his first commis- 
sion as officer. It was, however, only pro- 
visional, and, on the conclusion of the war, he, 
with many others similarly situated, was re- 
duced ; but, within two or three months, he 
was gazetted to the Cape Mounted Rifles. 

The Kafir war, which broke out in 1846, 
was called the War of the Axe, because it 
began with the rescue of two Kafirs on their 
way to trial on a charge of stealing that tool. 
It was a very severe struggle, and, on several 
occasions, large British detachments had to 
fight hard to avoid destruction. One very 
hot affair was called the Battle of the Guanga. 
For the first and last time a large body of 
Kafirs was caught in theopen,and suffered very 
heavy loss. One force of the enemy had just 
been defeated after hard fighting, when, about 
noon, another and an independent force was 
surprised crossing some open country. The 
general, Somerset, first opened on the enemy 
with artillery, and then ordered two squadrons 
of the 7th Dragoon Guards, supported by two 
squadrons of the Cape Mounted Rifles, de- 
ployed in extended order, to attack :— 

“You might have placed a long table-cloth over 
each troop, they kept in such compact order ; and 
the Cape Mounted Rifles went through the broken 
mass of Kafirs in one long line. . . . I could not resist 
the charge” [he was on the staff], “and passed 
through with the front ; but could not hold my 
runaway horse, and, therefore, could not use my 
sword. The cavalry wheeled and came back, re- 
charging the enemy; and when I did pull up, I 
halted, and dismounted a bugler of my regiment, 
taking his horse, and giving him mine ; and after 
this we plunged pell-mell into the routed column of 
Kafirs. It was strange how few Kafirs were killed in 
this charge. Though there was a clean sweep through 
them, the width of each troop, and you saw them 
tumbling head over heels like nine-pins, they 
nearly all got up again, and but few men were 
found the next day that were killed by sabre cuts. 
.... After the charge, I returned my sword, and 
unstrapped my double-barrelled gun, and for some 
six or seven miles the troops were mixed up with 
the running Kafirs, and a deadly slaughter ensued. 
I do not wish to boast—it is with much modesty 
and almost hesitation that I mention it now, but 
I fired away thirty rounds of ammunition that day, 
and did not fire at a Kafir that was above twenty 
yards’ distance from me.... Seven extra notches 
were cut on the stock of my gun after that day ; 
and I fired at no Kafir that was not in the act of 
firing at me, or throwing an assaigai.” 

The author says that he was the only person 
who that day took a prisoner. He captured 
three: one of these, a chief, he brought in him- 
self; the other two he handed over to some 
of the soldiers. They never, however, turned 
up. With regard to one of them, it appeared 
that he had been killed during an attempt at 
rescue, while the fate of the other is described 
as follows :— 

“During that night it transpired how the other 

prisoner had been disposed of. Round the camp- 
fires the battle was being fought over again, when 
the man confessed that he was not going to take 
a black blackguard to the rear while there was so 
much going on at the front. Alas! what is man 
not capable of, when his blood is up?” 
It must, however, in fairness be remembered 
that the Kafirs not only slew all their prisoners 
but tortured them in the most horrible manner 
first. 

The book is pretty equally divided between 
war and sport, and it is hard to say which is 
the more attractive portion. A large number 





of the pages devoted to sport are occupied with 
a description of the Duke of Edinburgh’s ex- 
ploits on the occasion of his two visits to 
South Africa. During the last of these H.R.H. 
showed pluck and coolness. An elephant 
broke cover, and chased a mounted Hottentot, 
who made straight for where the Duke and 
his party were standing :— 

“ We were all waiting on the Duke to bring down 
the elephant. He did not, however, pull trigger 
until the monster was within twenty yards of him, 
and then deliberately fired both barrels into his 
head. The first shot was a shell, which entered 
the head rather high up over the left eye, passed 
into the skull, and exploded inside, passing out 
upwards, and carrying away a large portion of the 
upper skull. The second ball entered the centre 
of the head, passed back into the honey-combed 
portion of it, and was cut out near the vertebra.” 
These wounds caused the elephant to swerve, 
when Sir Walter Currie put a ball into his 
head below the ear, and brvught him to the 
ground, The palm was, however, fairly as- 
signed to H.R.H., who “saved not only his 
own life, but that of the party also,” by making 
the animal change his direction. General 
Bisset, in addition to the above sporting 
anecdote, relates several stories of most dan- 
gerous encounters with lions ; indeed, his bool 
cannot fail to be interesting to both soldiers 
and hunters, its chief merit being that it bears. 
throughout the impress of perfect truth. 








Gleanings and Reminiscences. 
Thorpe Porter, A.M. 
Foster & Co.) 

Mr. Porter was for more than twenty years 

an active magistrate at the principal police 

office of Dublin, and in that capacity he had 
necessarily many opportunities of studying the 

Irish character. It was natural too that he 

should have there become acquainted with 

some curious episodes of life, and have been 
at times the recipient of some intefesting 
revelations, social and political. Some one 
suggested to him the idea, or he suggested it 
to himself, of collecting his memories at the 
close of his career, and recording them in a 
volume for the perusal of the public. His 
own account of the matter, given in a curiously 
ill-written Preface, is, that he was impelled to 
it in the first instance “‘ by a desire to extend 
the appetite which is so greedy in devouring 
fiction to some morsels of fact,” and, in the 
second place, because Mr. Fitzpatrick had, in 

‘The Sham Squire’ and ‘ Ireland before the 

Union,’ mentioned him “as the source from 

which he derived the particulars of a few in- 

cidents in those interesting works.” The 
result is disappointing. A Dublin police 
magistrate for a period of twenty years—a 
period which embraced such interesting poli- 
tical events as the rising of ’48, the great 
famine, the Queen’s visit to Ireland, the vast 

American emigration, and the gradual decay 

of the Young Ireland and rise of the Fenian 

‘* National” parties, who sat with praiseworthy 

regularity almost daily during that time im 

judgment on his countrymen’s and country- 

women’s backslidings, and mixed with some of 
the more remarkable of them—should surely 
have had something more important to tell us 
than a few criminal anecdotes in no way 
characteristic ; and something more interesting 
to narrate than the convivialities of his private 
friends, or his crude experiences of a few 
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foreign places, such as Paris, the Rhine, and 
Gibraltar. Yet apparently he has not. Mr. 
Porter's ‘Gleanings and Reminiscences’ are 
singularly void of instruction and event for 
the opportunities that he has had. Interesting 
and amusing no doubt to his immediate circle 
of acquaintances, they have little or no public 
value: neither in matter nor manner do they 
fulfil the anticipations which, from the author’s 
position, might be fairly formed of them ; and 
one inevitably rises from their perusal with 
the feeling that however estimable a gentle- 
man Mr. Porter is—and no one acquainted with 
Dublin society can doubt the esteem in which 
he was held by it—his strength does not lie in 
authorship. 

It is to be regretted that this is so, the 
more especially as he manifests throughout his 
work a liberal and kindly spirit which reecom- 
mends him to our sympathy and goodwill. 
He is evidently, by his own account, an ex- 
cellent comrade, as he is, even by the testi- 
mony of those who had reason to love him least, 
a just man. The best parts of the book 
accordingly are those of a social and _per- 
sonal character, where the narrative is in no 
way concerned with his official capacity, or 
encumbered by his vain endeavours to shine 
as a traveller and moralist. Here is a de- 
scription of himself, for instance, while 
attending his terms in London, previous to 
being called to the Irish Bar, which has the 
ring of genuine enjoyment and jovial recol- 
lection about it, while letting in a flood of 
light on our author’s predilections :—“ At 
Gray’s Inn I was an adept in all the duties 
then requisite for an admission to the status 
of a learned barrister-at-law, and indeed I 
brought to their inception no slight qualifica- 
tions. I could decant old crusted port wine 
without a funnel, my carving was faultless, 
and the salads of my dressing would gratify 
the palate of Apicius Celius.” In another 
place we read of his going up with a deputa- 
tion of students from ‘Trinity College, Dublin, 
to present an address to George the Fourth, 
then in Ireland, and plucking the white caps off 
the cooks’ heads, who were looking at them 
from the basement story of Dublin Castle. 
In later life he appears to have had an equal 
taste for frolic and good cheer, or, at all events, 
to have been the constant companion of those 
who had. Amongst other merry-makings we 
are introduced to some enacted on a stage 
which certainly is generally associated in men’s 
minds with far gloomier recollections. The 
theatre of these performances was the house 
of Mr. Patrick Brophy, dentist, of Dawson 
Street, Dublin. There are doubtless many 
persons who, like the present writer, have 
also had occasion to visit this clever operator 
in other days, and whose remembrances of the 
event are not so inspiriting as those supplied 
by Mr. Porter. However, of the goings on 
there after the day’s patients had been dis- 
posed of we are told some good stories. Espe- 
cially do we learn some amusing particulars 
respecting a “ bulky ” gentleman from Galway, 
who passed by the sobriquet of “The Great 
Western.” These we have not space to quote, 
but of the general entertainment let Mr. 
Porter speak :— 

“ Along with great hospitality, Brophy afforded 
his guests frequent and varied amusements. He 
had a considerable number of costumes which 
enabled him to impart a grotesque and motley 





appearance to the occupants of his dining-table, 
or to produce a tableau vivant in his drawing- 
room. . . . I was usually equipped to personate 
a Lord Mayor ; but whenever his favourite tableau 
of the death of Nelson was produced, I was in the 
garb of a sailor, and had to catch the falling hero. 
. . . I recollect one representation when he fell 
more against my shoulder than across my arm and 
knee, but he immediately stood up and exclaimed, 
‘D—n it, that won’t do ; I must die again.’” 

Upon which we have to remark that the 
expletive was little fitted for the drawing- 
room, unless, indeed, as a bit of “local colour- 
ing” suited to the due enactment of the 
character, in which light it may, perhaps, be 
regarded as a piece of excellent by-play. 
But Mr. Porter’s social and intellectual qua- 
lities do not cease with his ability in decanting 
old crusted port, or catching the gallant Nelson 
in a tableau vivant. He is also a vocalist and 
a bard. The late Judge Torrens, it seems, 
had a very high opinion of him in the former 
capacity, and an especial admiration for one 
choice morceau of his répertoire, entitled “‘ The 
Wedding of Ballyporeen.” Upon one occasion 
his lordship actually had a case from this 
interesting locality before him. ‘Is Mr. 
Porter engaged in this Ballyporeen case?” 
inquired he. ‘No, my lord,” replied Brewster, 
“T regret that I have not the assistance of my 
learned friend.” ‘‘Most unquestionably,” 
said his lordship, “he ought to be in it.” 
Some of his comic verses are amusing, notably 
one of which a certain Sergeant Bates, “ the 
tallow-faced ould villin,” is the hero; but the 
more ambitious effusions are dreadful rubbish. 
Mr. Porter should surely not need to be in- 
formed that, however appropriate they may be 
in comic metre, such barbarous Irishisms as 
“‘care” to rhyme with “ interfere” (page 424), 
“maiden” with “Eden” (page 429), and 
“reason” with “blazon” (page 432), to pro- 
ceed no further, are destructive of all pathos, 
and alone sufficient to cover with ridicule any 
efforts at serious versification. 

Yet by far the most attractive part of Mr. 
Porter’s literary labours is contained in that 
portion of his work which we have now 
reviewed. Had the ‘Gleanings and Reminis- 
cences’ begun and ended with his Dublin 
experiences, the author would have produced 
a tolerably readable, if not an instructive or 
thoughtful, volume. Unhappily, however, he 
made one or two trips on the Continent in 
later life, and appears to think that the public 
will be as much interested about them as he 
himself was, and as the members of his family 
possibly were. To this circumstance we are 
indebted for a vast amount of “ padding,” and 
to many simple, almost puerile, reflections on 
men, manners, and things other than of the 
familiar Dublin type. He is also possessed 
occasionally with a spirit for moralizing, which 
is exceedingly trying to a reader. Thus of 
the Exhibition in Dublin in 1853 he tells 
us :-— 

“Tt is unnecessary to dilate on the beneficial 
tendency of such displays to awaken tastes and 
excite emulation in reference to artistic productions 
of beauty or utility, for it is almost universally 
acknowledged ; but I am convinced that they pro- 
duce very salutary effects by bringing each class of 
society into the view and under the observation of 
the others, approximating without confounding 
them, requiring no relinquishment of rank or 
undue familiarity.” 

A sentence of which it may be said that the 
elegance of its composition is equal to the 





depth of its meaning. After relating a story 
about an attorney who was punished for some 
discreditable transactions, he adds, “ From the 
incidents which I have narrated, a lesson may 
be derived to the effect, that the man who 
disgraces a profession will soon render his 
pursuit of it thoroughly unprofitable”—a lesson 
which seems to us very unnecessarily inserted 
in this place, and which does not follow from 
the premisses at all. There is one really 
interesting story, and one statement approach- 
ing to historical importance, throughout the 
work. The first is of the origin of the word 
quiz,” a story which we never remember 
having met with before, and which, if true in 
all its particulars as related by Mr. Porter, 
deserves to be recollected. The statement is, 
respecting the mode of obtaining convictions 
in the law courts by means of Crown witnesses 
which was in vogue in Ireland twenty years 
ago. He writes :— 

“For several years subsequent to my appoint- 
ment to magisterial office there were two houses in 
Great Ship Street, on the side now entirely occu- 
pied by the barrack, which were appropriated to 
the accommodation of Crown witnesses. . mm 
was greatly surprised to find that the Crown wit- 
nesses were accustomed to have their evidence 
rehearsed before an amateur judge, an improvised 
jury, and a couple of supposed counsel, one to 
prosecute and the other to defend. If a case failed, 
the witnesses were instructed as to their deficiencies, 
either in manner or matter; and they were drilled 
to avoid admissions of any nature calculated to 
weaken their testimony.” 


It is to Mr. Porter's honour that he was 


instrumental in procuring the suppression of 
these nefarious practices. 








The Chaidean Account of Genesis. By George 
Smith. (Sampson Low & Co.) 


THE work Mr. Smith has here given us is the 
most interesting and the fullest we have 
yet had from his pen ; not, indeed, that it is 
all new, as many portions, especially those 
relating to the Deluge, have been already made 
known by himself (as their discoverer) in more 
than one publication, and, also, by various 
commentators on his discoveries, such as M. 
Lenormant and Mr. Fox Talbot. 

The value of the present work {s its com- 
pleteness. In one volume, of very moderate 
compass, Mr. Smith tells all that Assyriologists 
(and himself pre-eminently at the head of such 
researches) have made out up to this time on 
the interesting subjects of the Deluge, the 
Creation and Fall of Man, the (possible) build- 
ing of the Tower of Babel, and the identification 
by him of the Biblical Nimrod as a personage 
he (provisionally) calls Izdubar. Though much, 
perhaps the larger portion, of what he advances 
has, at present, scarcely passed beyond the 
domain of conjecture, Mr. Smith well deserves 
the thanks of all students for placing before 
them so frankly and unreservedly matters 
which, if conjectural, have so many incidental 
points in their favour. Perhaps few men, 
reading his work, will feel satisfied with all 
the hypotheses he has advanced ; but no one 
will refuse him the just meed of praise for the 
patient study, and we ought to add the indefati- 
gable labour, which have alone enabled him in 
many cases to put forth any rational hypothesis 
at all. 

In the earlier portion of his work Mr. Smith 
gives a clear account of the sources whence 
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these discoveries have emanated—of the great 
libraries, at Nineveh and elsewhere, formed by 
the Assyrian monarchs in the almost im- 
perishable clay tablets—and of the origin of 
the tablets themselves, as the result of the 
individual researches of some of the more 
eminent rulers of that country into the still 
more ancient literature of Babylonia. To these 
Mr. Smith has added a notice of the principal 
subjects treated of in them, of the way in 
which they were originally preserved, and of 
the circumstances under which they have 
become available to European scholars. ‘“ The 
agents,” says he, “of Ashurbanipal sought 
everywhere for inscribed tablets, brought them 
to Nineveh, and copied them there; thus the 
literary treasures of Babylon, Borsippa, Cutha, 
Akkad, Ur, Erech, Lassa, Nipur, and various 
other cities, were transferred to the Assyrian 
capital to enrich the great collection there.” 
It is of no small interest to know that all the 
great kings of Assyria, the names of some of 
whom, as Tiglath Pileser and Sennacherib, are, 
from the notices we have of them in the Bible, 
as “household words” among us, were some- 
thing more than the mere warriors we have 
hitherto considered them; ardent collectors 
of all the literature then available in their 
empires. Of the clay remains of this lite- 
rature more than 20,000 fragments are pre- 
served in the British Museum, and no man 
can tell what more may yet be found on the 
sites of the ancient cities, whenever they shall 
be systematically investigated. Each time 
Mr. Smith has visited Nineveh he has met with 
fragments which fit on, so as to render more 
complete, others previously deposited in the 
Museum, and all future journeys will, we have 
no doubt, be equally fertile in similar results. 
Every one will, therefore, justly regret, should 
it prove true, that Mr. Smith has been (at all 
events for the present) refused permission by 
the Turkish Government to make any further 
researches at Nineveh. 

Mr. Smith then devotes a useful chapter 
to an account of what has been handed down 
by writers of the Classical times with reference 
to the legends or history of Babylonia. It is 
true that this portion of his work is not alto- 
gether original ; but the valuable work of Mr. 
Cory, treating nearly as fully on these matters, 
has been long out of print, so that we are 
glad to have again, in an accessible form, what 
that eminent scholar collected more than forty 
yearsago. The rest of Mr. Smith’s volume is 
given to Babylonian mythology and fables 
(some of them most curious and remarkable), 
so far as these can be gathered together from 
the remains of the shattered clay tablets now 
in the Museum ; the two principal subjects of 
them being the groups referring to the legend 
of the Creation, and those illustrating the ad- 
ventures of the mythical Izdubar. Many of 
these fables are indeed, at present, in the most 
fragmentary state; but, we doubt not, when 
made more complete by the discovery of many, 
at present, missing portions, they will throw 
great light on the remote history of the Chaldean 
or Babylonian populations, Already we notice 
many instances in which Mr. Smith has happily 
explained from them figures and symbols 
occurring on the oldest Babylonian cylinders 
(some, it may be, as ancient as 2,000 years 
before Christ), a subject so difficult as scarcely 
to have been attempted at all by any previous 
scholar. 





The legend of the Creation is of surpassing 
interest, giving, as it does, an account agreeing 
mainly with that we find in Genesis, but, at 
the same time, showing traces of having 
originally included much more matter. Thus 
we havea clear idea of the Chaos, or void ; the 
Tiamat (in Berosus, Thalatta) or sea, then 
evidently considered as the great mother of 
all things ; of the creation of the land, of the 
heavenly bodies, of land animals, of man and 
of his fall, and of a war between the gods and 
the evil spirits. It would seem that originally 
this story was written on twelve tablets, each 
including, when perfect, about one hundred 
lines of cuneiform text. Those relating to 
the creation of light, or of the atmosphere or 
firmament, of the dry land, and of plants, have 
not yet been recovered, though on some small 
fragments there are allusions apparently al- 
luding to these missing subjects. It is worthy 
of note “that the fifth tablet commences with 
the statement that the previous creations were 
‘delightful’ or satisfactory, agreeing with the 
oft-repeated statement of Genesis, after each 
act of creative power, that ‘God saw that it 
was good.’ The only difference here is of 
detail.” Generally, we think it reasonable to 
believe that, as a considerable period must 
have elapsed since the events these legends 
profess to record, Moses, having before him 
the traditions of the nations around him, 
selected and arranged those portions we now 
read, under the name of “Genesis,” which 
most clearly served his purpose, as showing 
that the universe was the creation of an Intel- 
ligent Being, and not the result of the chance 
evolution of any number of material atoms. 

It is, indeed, impossible to doubt that the 
story of the Creation in Genesis and that to 
be gathered from the Babylonian legends have 
a very near connexion ; and one too which, 
we feel sure, future researches will make even 
more evident. We ought to add that, on one 
of the tablets, the race of human beings is 
spoken of as the dark race, and that on other 
fragments they are called Admi or Adami, the 
very name of the first man in Genesis: it has, 
indeed, already been pointed out by Sir Henry 
Rawlinson that the Babylonians recognized 
two principal races—the Adama, or dark, and 
Sarku, or light, people ; much, it would seem, 
in the same way, as we read in Genesis of 
sons of Adam and of the sons of God. Thus, 
too, the Tiamat, or Dragon of the Sea, admits 
of a reasonable comparison with the “Old 
Serpent,” while the worship of the “Sacred 
Tree,” so commonly seen in the Nimrud 
sculptures, and on many beautiful early gems, 
has reference to the “Tree of Life.” On one 
cylinder, indeed, two winged figures (Cherubim ?) 
appear as its guards; while on another, which 
we may call the “Tree of Knowledge,” two 
other figures are seen seated, and behind one 
of them a serpent. On other cylinders Mr. 
Smith thinks he can recognize the contest 
between Bel and the Dragon, the symbolical 
representation of the war between the gods 
and the spirits of evil: on this head, however, 
it is better at present to reserve our judgment. 

In giving at considerable length what he 
calls the “ Izdubar” legends—that is, those 
specifically relating to, or connected with, the 
Chaldzan account of the Deluge—Mr. Smith 
very properly tells us that a large portion of 
these 120 pages has already appeared in various 
publications by himself or by other students, 





It is right, however, to state that we have 
them here in a much enlarged and greatly 
amended form, with much that is altogether 
quite new. The gist of Mr. Smith’s theory is 
that Izdubar is the Nimrod of the Bible ; and it 
must be admitted that he has brought forward 
a considerable amount of evidence for this view, 
at the same time showing remarkable ingenuity, 
in the way he has dovetailed together the 
detached facts he has collected. Moreover, 
this much can be urged in favour of his theory, 
that we should naturally look on Nimrod as 
an early Babylonian hero, and that, in this 
respect, Izdubar fully answers our expecta- 
tions. We cannot, however, agree with him 
(though he says that Sir H. Rawlinson is now 
of his opinion) that the well-known Birs-i- 
Nimrud is as yet proved to be—what, indeed, 
it has been traditionally called—the ‘‘ Tower of 
Babel,” or that the “ Izdubar legends” throw 
any additional light on the real origin of this 
great pile. We have Nebuchadnezzar’s authority 
for his rebuilding a structure, which had been 
originally founded on the same spot centuries 
before, and the abundant remains of his bricks 
inscribed with his name attest the truth of his 
assertion ; but we are not aware that bricks, 
bearing the name of any of the earlier Chal- 
dean rulers, have been met with under 
Nebuchadnezzar’s restoration; least of all 
(what this theory requires to bring convic- 
tion with it), any bricks inscribed with that 
of Izdubar. In concluding these remarks, 
we heartily commend Mr. Smith’s work to 
the attention of every one who, accepting the 
general course of Biblical story, would wish to 
learn all that can be at present told of the 
collateral, though not contemporaneous, history 
of the nations of Chaldzea and Babylonia. 








A Life of the Earl of Mayo, Fourth Viceroy of 
India. By W. W. Hunter, LL D. 2 vols, 
(Smith, Elder & Co.) 


Ir has been objected that it was too much to 
give these two volumes to the story of Lord 
Mayo’s life. He earned a place in history 
as Fourth Viceroy of India, and as Viceroy 
he is chiefly known, in popular fame at least, 
by the Umballa Durbar and his assassination. 
But, indeed, Lord Mayo was one of the 
greatest of our Indian Governor-Generals. 
By his feudatory and foreign policy, and more 
particularly by the personal influence he 
acquired over the native princes and chiefs, 
and the effect of which was so salutary in his 
intercourse with the shrewd Ameer of Kabool, 
he incalculably strengthened the position of 
the Pritish Government in India; while by 
his conscientious supervision he brought the 
expenditure of the Government within its 
income, and at last placed the almost bank- 
rupt finances of the empire on an honest and 
safe footing. He abominated anything like 
discourtesy towards the natives, and never 
lost an opportunity of inculcating, both by 
example and precept, the duty of kindness 
towards the lower classes and of marked 
courtesy to native chiefs and gentlemen. It 
is impossible too strongly to impress on 
Englishmen in India that the ill-treatment of 
natives is a real offence—a sort of lesa 
maiestas—against the British Government. 
“T must take this opportunity,” runs one of 
Lord Mayo’s minutes, “‘of expressing my 
opinion as to the abominable practice of 
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striking natives, It is a cowardly and detest- 
able crime, and ought, in my opinion, to be 
visited with the most severe punishment.” 
With regard to a yet more serious infringement 
of native rights, he wrote another minute, the 
following extract from which is pertinent to 
certain proposals of confiscation made at the 
recent conference of Forest officers in India :— 

“T have come to the conclusion that, in many 
respects, we are going too fast; that, with the 
best intentions, we are introducing institutions 
among the people, which, however suitable they 
may be to some future time, have the present 
effect ‘of setting whole populations of the remoter 
Provinces against us, and raising up feelings of 
enmity towards us as their rulers. I have lately 
observed this, for example, as the direct conse- 
quence of the action of the Forest Department 
upon some of the aboriginal tribes of the Tarai, 
and among the inhabitants of certain hill tracts.” 
It is this deep sense of justice, more even 
than his zeal for public economy, the fore- 
sight and vigour of his foreign policy, and 
the diligence and prudence of his administra- 
tion, which constitutes Lord Mayo’s highest 
title to live in the memory of his countrymen. 
It was this which won him the personal 
loyalty of the princes and chiefs, and revived 
the confidence of the people of India in the 
British Government for good faith, even- 
handed justice, and magnanimity. And when 
he fell under the assassin’s knife, “the great 
and passionate outburst of grief,” Dr. Hunter 
writes, “which took place in every native 
court has no parallel in Indian history.” 
Lord Mayo was equally popular with the 
Indian services. He hated jobs, and never 
overlooked a hard-worker, however unfriended 
and obscure. He entered heartily into all 
the sports and amusements of Englishmen, and 
was as lavish of his own means on the more 
than regal hospitalities of his viceroyalty, as 
he was penurious of the revenues of the state. 
He was a true dvaf dvdpev, who, by the force 
and integrity of his character, his noble cour- 
tesies, and the magnificence of his life, “ did 
pluck allegiance from men’s hearts.” 

It is of the utmost importance that English- 
men, whose dominion over their fellow-men 
extends over every part of the globe, should 
be taught how such rulers of men are bred; 
and Dr, Hunter has done wisely in giving us, 
in his two most interesting volumes, the com- 
plete life of Lord Mayo from his birth and 
earliest education, and not merely a record of 
his Indian administration. By treating also 
of every part of Lord Mayo’s work as vice- 
roy—his financial reforms, his schemes for 
military reform, his legislative labours, and 
internal administration, as well as his feuda- 
tory and foreign policy, by which he was best 
known in England, Dr. Hunter has afforded 
his readers a complete view of the principles 
and details of the Government of India, 
which, otherwise, can only be laboriously 
studied in works of reference, such as Mr. 
Markham’s ‘Moral and Material Progress 
Reports ” and Col. Chesney’s “ Indian Polity.” 
It is most desirable that a knowledge of the 
working of our Government of India should 
be as widely diffused among English people 
as possible, and it could not perhaps have 
been presented to them in a more generally 
acceptable form than in connexion with the 
life of a viceroy, the manner of whose death 
will always preserve his memory amongst his 
countrymen. The most interesting and sug- 





gestive chapter of Dr. Hunter’s first volume is | Government would not tolerate oppression, or 


that in which he describes Lord Mayo’s early 
education. He was kept at home until he 
went to college, and it is impossible not to 
feel that his success in India was much due to 
the training which he received under the care 
of his father and mother at Hayes. He was 
brought up under strong religious influences, 
of the narrow, self-centred, evangelical type, 
on the part of his manly father, and more 
spiritual and catholic on the side of his 
mother—a woman of singular refinement and 
widely sympathetic culture. He was taught 
but little classics, but was allowed to mix 
freely with men, not only indoors, but in all 
out-of-door sports and exercises. He thus 
grew up a strong and hale youth, full of 
resources, with a love of nature and natural 
history, and an interest in what interests men 
of vigorous brains. It was an admirable 
education for forming character and manly 
habits. It was the education which the 
public schools once gave, but which they are 
now abandoning in favour of the practice of 
cramming, brought into vogue by the system 
of open competition for the Government ser- 
vices. Some schools have indeed adopted the 
plan of an entrance examination, so as to 
ensure no boy being admitted into them who 
is not likely to do them credit at some one of 
the competitive examinations always going 
on. It is probable, if they persist in their 
perversity, that however large may be the 
per-centage of candidates they pass at these 
examinations, the prizes of the open profes- 
sions and public life of England will, never- 
theless, be for the backward boys, once 
rejected and despised by them, but who, 
under careful education at home or at well- 
conducted private schools, will enter on the 
struggle of life with unexhausted brains and 
hearts, and habits trained to mastery. The 
characteristic of Englishmen is that so many 
of them remain boys to the last, and this fact 
represents an incalculable national reserve of 
power—moral, intellectual, and physical. It 
is impossible, in connexion with the scandals 
which have recently occurred, not to ponder 
the obvious lessons conveyed by Lord Mayo’s 
early education. Nor does he stand alone 
amongst the great men of our time who owe 
their greatness to the serene influences of 
home life. 

In his chapter on Lord Mayo’s foreign 
policy, Dr. Hunter has made the serious 
mistake of identifying Lord Mayo’s policy 
with that of Lord Lawrence. As Dr. Hunter 
is now engaged in preparing the late Mr. 
John Wyllie’s essays on Lord Lawrence's 
policy of ‘‘ masterly inactivity” for republica- 
tion, it is the more desirable to point out the 
gravity of the error into which he has been 
betrayed: it amounts to a perversion of the 
patent facts of contemporary history. Nothing 
can be more admirable than Dr. Hunter's 
exposition of Lord Mayo’s policy towards the 
feudatory princes and chiefs of India, and its 
general principles will, it is to be hoped, per- 
manently guide the policy of the British 
Government. 


“He lost no opportunity of telling them,” writes 
Dr. Hunter, “ both in public and in private, that 
the sole desire of the British Government was to 
secure them in their rights and in the full exercise 
of the authority which they inherited. But he 
never allowed them to forget that the Qucen’s 





persistent maladministration on taeir part.... 
‘Nothing is more injudicious, he wrote, ‘than 
perpetual meddling in the affairs of native states.’ 
In his personal and social relations with the feu- 
datories, he made them realize that the one path 
towards the Viceregal friendship was the good 
government of their territories. The Indian 
Foreign Office strictly regulates the official cour- 
tesies of a Governor-General to each prince, and 
these regulations Lord Mayo accurately observed. 
But he made the native chiefs feel that beyond 
such state ceremonials there was an inner region 
of intercourse and kindly interest, and that this 
region was open to every one who deserved it, and 
to no one else. He led them to see that his friend- 
ship had nothing to do with the greatness of their 
territory, or their degree of political independence, 
or the number of jealously counted guns which 
saluted them from our forts. These considera- 
tions regulated their state ceremonials ; but his 
private friendship was only to be won by the per- 
sonal merits of their character. By his conduct 
he practically said to each, ‘If you wish to be a 
great man at my court, govern well at home. Be 
just and merciful to your people. We do not ask 
whether you come with full hands, but whether 
you come with clean hands. No_ presents 
that you may bring can buy the British favour ; 
no display which you may make will raise your 
dignity in our eyes; no cringing or flattery will 
gain my friendship. We estimate you not by the 
splendour of your offerings to us, nor by the pomp 
of your retinue here, but by your conduct to your 
subjects at home. For ourselves, we have nothing 
to ask of you. But for your people we demand 
good government, and we shall judge of you by 
this standard alone; and in our private friend- 
ship and hospitality, we shall prefer the smallest 
feudatory who rules righteously to the greatest 
prince who misgoverns his people.’ . . . As regards 
his public dealings with them, the three following 
principles, although never formally enunciated in 
any single paper, stand out in many letters and 
state documents from his pen:—I. Non-annexation, 
and a fixed resolve that even the misrule of a 
native chief must not be used as a weapon for 
aggrandising our power. II. By a constant feel- 
ing of responsibility attached to the British 
Government, as suzerain, for any serious misrule 
in Native States; and a firm determination to 
interfere when British interference became neces- 
sary to prevent misgovernment,—such interference 
to consist not in annexing territory, but in dis- 
placing the chief, and administering by British 
officers or a native regency in the interest of the 
lawful heirs. III. Non-interference, and the 
slightest possible control, with chiefs who 
governed well. Lord Mayo tried to make the 
Indian feudatories feel that it rested with them- 
selves to decide the degree of practical independ- 
ence which they should enjoy, and that that 
degree would be strictly regulated by the degree 
of good government which they gave to their 
subjects.” 

But Lord Mayo’s best work in India was 
his reduction of the annual expenditure of the 
Government. He early took the supervision of 
the Finance and of the Public Works Depart- 
ment into his own hands, and proved himself 
the best Minister of Public Works India ever 
had. It would be difficult to exaggerate the in- 
capacity, blundering, and helpless wastefulness 
and corruption of the Public Works Department 
in the times before Lord Mayo. But its 
officers, overseers, and contractors soon found 
that in him they had met their master, and 
by his trenchant reforms, in which he was 
loyally aided by Major-General R. Strachey, 
he succeeded within two years in reducing the 
expenditure of the re-organized department by 
nearly 2,000,000/. a year. He insisted on jirst 
Jinding the money for ordinary works before 
spending it, and only by rigidly acting on 
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this principle can India be saved from bank- 
ruptcy. ‘ Any further increase in our debt,” 
he wrote, “cannot be made without incurring 
danger of the gravest kind. I will incur no 
responsibility of this sort, and nothing shall 
tempt me to sanction in time of peace the 
addition of a rupee of debt.” And again: 
“ Millions have been spent on the conquering 
race, which might have been spent in enrich- 
ing and in elevating the children of the soil. 
We have done much, but we can do a great 
deal more. It is, however, impossible, unless 
we spend less on the ‘interests’ and more on 
the people. . . . The welfare of the people of 
India is our primary object. Ifwe are not 
here for their good, we ought not to be here 
at alj.” But we may not follow Dr. Hunter 
further into the details of Lord Mayo’s admi- 
nistration, nor need we more than allude to 
his account of Lord Mayo’s assassination, still 
vividly impressed as it is on the popular 
recollection. Throughout his simply and im- 
pressively written volumes, he shows himself 
to have thoroughly understood and appre- 
ciated the work entrusted to him, and he 
has fulfilled it in a manner equally worthy 
of his own reputation and of Lord Mayo’s 
memory. We have noticed an occasional 
oversight of the author, or printer’s error. At 
Vol. IL, page 237, chetal is translated leopard. 
The leopard is the cheetah of India; and 
the cheetul the axis-deer. Para should have 
been translated hog-deer. Dr. Hunter follows 
his own “Hunterian” spelling of native 
names, but it is certainly unsuited for popular 
use, as it is likely to degrade the pronunciation 
of Indian words among unlearned English 
people. We object also to an occasional stilted 
or mannered phrase, such as “the homicidal 
office ”—“ the office which ennobles and kills 
its holders,” meaning the Viceroyship. But 
these blemishes are of small consequence.

OnE extract will suffice to give an idea of 
the humour of Ruby’s tale :— 

“He broke off; he laid the child with a pas- 
sionate kiss back in the nurse’s arms ; and, mis- 
trusting himself to speak further, he kissed the 
weeping old woman, for whom he had handsomely 
provided, and, wringing the hand of his brother-in- 
law, left the house. ‘Twigg will tell you all,’ he 
said, ere he closed the door.” 

Twigg’s confidant is an “unfortunate noble- 
man,” who, having forged a cheque (under 
compulsion), and not having the sense to go 
and explain matters at once, enters the service 
of his sister, the Countess of Mountvernon, as 
a groom, In this disguise he is exposed to 
much contumely at the hands of the odd 
fellowship of strange blackguards, with im- 
possible names and title, who present to us 
the author’s conception of the upper classes, 
Ruby does not even seem to read the Peerage or 
the newspapers, so wild are her views of eti- 
quette, so childish her ignorance of business. 


Fortunately the stream of her fancy is not 
inexhaustible, and she gets rid of her scoundrels 
and idiots in the modest space of a small 
volume. 

Mrs. Nevins has not been fortunate in her 
printers ; at least, we hope they alone are 
responsible for occasional mis-spellings, and for 
the broad-cast fashion in which commas are 
scattered irrespective of sense and grammar. 
With such drawbacks the perusal of this book 
would be found too fatiguing, even if its in- 
trinsic merits were greater than they are. The 
book is a well-intentioned homily against the 
sin of covetousness, and would have been more 
effective had the moral application of each 
chapter been appended at the end, as the 
scriptural text of each has been prefixed to 
the beginning. As it is, the deductions are so 
interwoven with the story as to destroy nearly 
all its literary merit. Yet of this it is not des- 
titute, the characters being distinct if not very 
complex. Probably the author is more enter- 
taining in real life than in print, as she seems 
to have some powers of observation, though 
she is not happy in her method of giving them 
expression. 

‘Onwards, but Whither?’ is the title of a 
readable story of the more serious sort. Two 
sisters, whose unconventional education has 
left them with the essential angles of their 
characters pretty sharply contrasted, in spite 
of the strong family likeness and sympathy 
between them, are, in company with an 
invalid brother, at Rome in the year of the 
Vatican Council. Three young men, of 
different nationalities and natures, become 
devoted to the two young Englishwomen, 
who accept their homage in all simplicity. 
Especially does the imaginative nature of 
Cecile expand under the new influence of 
masculine appreciation and companionship. 
It is her misfortune, however, to prefer to the 
innermost place in her affections, the dreamy 
unstable Russian, Ousarofi, who, in spite of 
his high aims and enthusiasm, might have 
alarmed a more experienced maiden by the 
extreme pliancy with which he took the 
impression of her own suggestions and influ- 
ence, Cecile, young and prone to idealize 
those she loves, is only flattered by the intel- 
lectual submission of her hero, When her 
belief in his excellence is destroyed, though 
she knows his affection is unchanged, she 
thinks her own love dead, and flees from him : 
and her other adorer, the Ultramontane 
cousin, secures a most unselfish triumph by 
consigning her to the care of one of the 
strictest sisterhoods of his own religion. 
This Gaspard, narrow as he is, is a manlier 
character than poor Ousaroff, who expiates his 
plunge into vice by terrible suffering, borne 
with a patience, which is the best of feminine 
virtues. The sceptical young German, whose 
intellectual errors have been the outcome of 
physical plethora, is modified into a fine 
character by the chastening influence of a 
sickbed and the grave suggestions of a cam- 
paign, and marries Lettice Methuen, whose 
common sense is really better suited to him 
than the genius of poor Cecile. All the per- 


sonages talk and write naturally, and those 
who are intended as warnings are the more 
effective because they are not made contempt- 
ible. 

Miss Ewing’s story for girls is a very pretty 





little volume—suggestive of many moral deduc- 





tions, but never weighted with the least taint 
of * preachiness”—in which a small family party 
of boys and girls tell their own stories and 
reveal their different characteristics in a pic- 
turesque and unobtrusive fashion. Its merits, 
in themselves not small, are much enhanced 
by some clever illustrations from the pencil 
of Mrs. Allingham, two of which, the little 
heroine practising her company manners in the 
glass, and the two children saying, we regret 
to confess, naively sharp things to each other 
in their first childish quarrel, are worthy of 
the incidents themselves. The author shows 
a fine insight into character in her portraits of 
infantine humanity, and the growth of Margery 
and her friends into bright and lovable girl- 
hood is traced with rare simplicity and 
corresponding skill. She expressly disclaims 
any conscious theorizing on female education 
yet she exhibits much thoughtful sympathy 
with the intellectual needs of women, while 
every page is an indirect protest against educa- 
tional fussiness on one side, and the Moham- 
medan theory of woman’s capacity on the other. 
Margery herself has the advantage of a double 
training, the awakening of her active powers 
in the unconventional north-country home 
where much of her life is spent, and the 
development of reverence and unselfishness 
under the roof of two aged relations, them- 
selves bred in an antique school of courtesy and 
patience, whose declining years are soothed by 
the ministrations of their young kinswoman. 
* At the Arkwrights’ we lived essentially with 
the times. Our politics, on the whole, were 
liberal; our theology inclined to be broad ; 
our ideas on social subjects were reformatory, 
progressive, experimental. . . .We were willing 
to believe this young world....to be but 
upon the threshold of true civilization.” With 
the Vandaleurs, émigrés of the old régime, she 
sees the other side of the shield. ‘I lived the 
life of my great-grandparents, which was as if 
science made no strides, and men no struggles ; 
as if nothing were to be done with the days 
but to wear through them in all patient good- 
ness, loyal to a long-fallen dynasty, regretful 
of some ancient virtues and courtesies, tender 
towards past beauties and passions, and patient 
of succeeding sunsets, till this aged world 
should crumble to its close.” The contrast is 
a trite one, but the world would be wiser, 
though perhaps a little stagnant, if all men 
could be educated into the appreciation of 
both points of view. Girls, who reason partly 
with their hearts, should have more leisure 
than men for this complete development. 
This bright and suggestive writer is responsible 
for any apparent deviation from the grooves of 
the reviewer's duty. To return to them, we 
may say that we have rarely met, on such a 
modest scale, with characters so ably and 
simply drawn, and that the word “fad” is 
the only hideous colloquialism employed by 
Miss Ewing’s young ladies of the modern time. 

The author of ‘ The Rose Garden’ has hardly 
done herself justice in her ‘Winter Story.’ Pos- 
sibly English commonplace life contains fewer 
picturesque elements than its equivalent in 
France. Possibly it isa mistake for 2a woman— 
unless she be a novelist of the very first order 
—to make the interest of her story to centre 
rather in a man than in a woman, for very 
few women can really see their way about a 
man’s mind. Possibly the “lived happy 
ever afterwards” ending is out of keeping 
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with those stories now fast growing into a 
class by themselves, tinged throughout with a 
gentle melancholy, of which ‘The Rose 
Garden’ was an excellent specimen, and its 
author a recognized mistress of the school. 
In ‘A Winter Story’ we have a good deal 
of strong action, and yet we feel that the 
strength is wasted, for the results are not 
such as would really have followed. That a 
man should, by the inadvertent administration 
of the wrong medicine, kill his own friend, 
and the brother of his betrothed, is very sad ; 
but we cannot believe that in real life it 
would -have led to the breaking off of the 
engagement, and the self-seclusion of the un- 
lucky slayer in a little farm in the most 
out-of-the-way part of Hampshire or Surrey, 
for eight years. Ifwe grant this much, how- 
ever, there is a good deal of truth and grace 
about the latter part of the story, which tells 
how Philip Oldfield’s heart became softened 
towards his fellow men and women again; 
and though we complained just now of the 
story ending happily, perhaps when they get 
to the end, readers may not be sorry, for once, 
to lay the book down with an impression that 
in stories, as well as in life, things do some- 
times end well.

nature. ‘Stand by!’ shouted Captain Webb; 
‘port the helm! Grapple to the berg as we 
run past! Now!’ The grapnels were cast as 


the vessel drove past a stupendous iceberg, 
&e.... The icebergs, standing out in spectral 
whiteness against the sombre sky, advanced or 
receded, rose and fell, upon the tumbling and 
foaming waves like phantoms performing a ghostly 
dance. .... There is as large a portion of an ice- 
berg submerged as appears above the waves.” 
Had we said that the volume contained nothing but 
rubbish, without giving a quotation, we might be 
accused of being hypercritical. The ‘ Voyage of 
the Little Fox’ is worth a dozen of such books. 

Mr. Whymper’s book is, as he acknowledges, 
a compilation, and, as such, in some measure dis- 
arms criticism. Still, we think even Mr. Whym- 
per might have discovered the incorrectness—to 
use a mild expression—of Morton’s ‘Open Polar 
Sea’; but he quotes it with all gravity. The 
work will doubtless find readers, and, as a 
brief epitome of Arctic exploration, may be wel- 
come to many who will not take the trouble to 
read the larger works. ‘The Heroes of the 
Arctic’ is somewhat of a misnomer, as it contains 
but little of the biography of the heroes, Sherard 
Osborn has had an additional “e” tacked on to his 
name. 

As we remarked in our review of Mr. Kingston’s 
‘Three Lieutenants’ last year, “‘ by the time he 
has gone through the different grades of the Navy, 
we may gain a better idea of naval life of the present 





day,” and Mr. Kingston can hardly get his hero pro- 
moted, without immensely strong interest, before 
he reaches the iron age, where all the beauty and 
poetry of a ship ceases. He may then give us a 
trio of Engineers, from the Assistant to the In- 
spector of machinery, but such is the versatility 
of Mr. Kingston’s genius that we doubt not he 
will make even their prosaic lives interesting ; at 
all events, the author handles his blue-jackets well, 
and with a true flavour of the tar-brush, and, as he 
abstains from matters objectionable, and crowds 
his pages with stirring incidents, he will always 
find givers and receivers of his book—and what is 
more to the purpose—readers. Mr. Kingston has 
made no mistake in taking his hero through his 
successive volumes. The story of the Crimean 
War, which almost closes the book, is well told. 

What particular object Mr. Rowe had in view in 
writing his book we areat a lossto discover, and his 
Preface does not enlighten us; all we learn from that 
is that, “on the whole,” the author likes sailors, 
and sailors should feel flattered accordingly. He 
also gives a quotation from Shakspeare, for which 
Shakspeare should feel flattered, as it is not acknow- 
ledged as a quotation. For the book itself we fail 
to find the object. Dressed up asitis in a “taking” 
binding, with a “taking” title and good and 
open type, we thought we had stumbled on another 
Christmas book of seafaring yarns; but our astonish- 
ment was great to find it a compound of Plimsoll, 
Nautical Magazine, Board of Trade regulations, &c., 
seasoned with Royal National Life Boat, Sailors’ 
Home, Seamen’s Mission, advertisements, and, by 
way of filling, whole pages of statistics or mere lists. 
We may safely say that no one would take up this 
book for amusement, and, on the other hand, no 
one would appeal to it for information, as every- 
body would prefer going to the fountain-heads at 
once. The sailors’ “true yarns” may be true, but 
we never heard a sailor sum up a life, or even 
a voyage, in a couple of pages; and as “heads of 
sermons” are no sermons at all, so with these 
sailors’ yarns, they are no yarns at all. We are 
all the more disappointed with this little book as 
we know, from his graphic descriptions in ‘ Toiling 
and Moiling, that the author can do better; but 
with the sailors, he is certainly “ out of his lati- 
tude.” 

‘The Land of the Lion’ is an illustrated com- 
pilation by an anonymous author, relating prin- 
cipally to field sports in Africa. The geographical 
notions of the author are not, perhaps, always very 
correct ; but his hunting-stories have been derived 
from good authorities, and the book would, no 
doubt, be liked by any boy in whose hands it were 
placed. 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE. 


To Messrs. Chatto & Windus belongs the merit 
of having done more to facilitate the critical study 
of the text of our great dramatist than all the 
Shakspeare clubs and societies put together. A 
complete fac-simile of the celebrated first folio 
edition of 1623 for half-a-guinea is at once a 
miracle of cheapness and enterprise. Being ina 
reduced form, the type is necessarily rather diminu- 
tive, but it is as distinct as in a genuine copy of 
the original, and will be found to be as useful and 
far more handy to the student than the latter. 


Mr. Trotiore’s new story, The Prime Minister, 
is obviously going to be, as its name imports, in a 
large measure devoted to sketches of politicians 
and political life. We cannot say we like Mr. 
Tro!lope’s Ministers and members of Parliament 
half so well as the clergymen and country doctors 
of his earlier novels; but it would be unfair to 
pronounce any judgment upon a tale of which but 
one part has appeared. We need only say that 
our old friend Mr, Plantagenet Palliser (now Duke 
of Omnium) is the Prime Minister, and that many 
familiar figures—Lady Glencora, Lady Eustace, 
Lady Monogram, &c.—have already reappeared on 
the scene. A comic misprint is, perhaps, worth 
notice. Mr. Lopez, a new character, speaking of 
his education in Germany, says, “ But I rather 
fancy I picked up more Greek and Latin at Bonn 





than I should have got here.” Here the printer's 
reverence for the “cribs” of a well-known pub- 
lisher has been too much for him, and the sen- 
tence runs, ‘‘ But I rather fancy I picked up more 
Greek and Latin at Bohn than I should have got 
here.” Mr. Trollope’s publishers are Messrs. Chap- 
man & Hall. 

Iris extremely difficult to pronounce an opinion 
on such a work as Mr. Smiles’s Thrift, which Mr. 
Murray sends us. Its value so entirely depends 
on the hands into which it comes. To numbers of 
people it will prove interesting and useful ; to others 
it will appear a collection of somewhat Philistine 
commonplaces, interspersed with anecdotes with 
which the world is already familiar. It, at any 
rate, wants the freshness of Self-Help. The same 
publisher sends us the second edition of the late 
Mr. Gough Nichols’s translation of Erasmus’s 
Pilgrimages to Walsingham and Canterbury—an 
entertaining and instructive book. 

M. Havarp’s charming volume, The Dead 
Cities of the Zuyder Zee, has already made itself a 
name. Few books of travel so delightful have 
appeared, and now reproduced in a handsome 
shape by Mr. Bentley, it ought to prove one of 
the most attractive publications of the season. 
Miss Wood’s translation, however, is only so, so. 

A NEATLY got up volume, recently published by 
Messrs. Williams & Norgate, cannot be better 
described than by the title-page, which reads thus: 
Ereuna; or, an Investigation of the Etymons of 
Words and Names, Classical and Scriptural, 
through the Medium of Celtic: together with same 
Remarks on Hebreo-Celtic Affinities. By a Celto- 
phile. By Celtophile understand Celtomaniac. Of 
course, he finds traces of the Celts everywhere—in 
Numidia and Southern Cafraria, in Canada and 
Mexico; and Montezuma’s “name savours,” we are 
told, “of Celtic origin”: they turn up at Troy and 
Behring’s Straits—the Celtic for Kamschatka ap- 
pears to have been Kamkatcha. To point out the 
absurdities in the book would be to quote it all, 
for it has no lucid intervals. In the Preface, how- 
ever, we learn that what moved the writer to pub- 
lish was the “pernicious tendency” which seems 
strangely to beset students both of geology and 
philology—and that is, “of conducting their pur- 
suits on principles which seem to ignore the truths 
of Revelation.” We have often heard people com- 
plain that philologists do not start from the big fact 
of the Tower of Babel: nothing could be a more 
successful reductio ad absurdum of the belief 
underlying such a complaint than a volume like 
the present. There is only one thing in it which 
we admire, and that is the suppression of the 
author's name, 

Tue largest and, on the whole, the most satis- 
factory, certainly the most used, of annual works of 
reference, the Post-Office London Directory, has 
been again sent us by Messrs. Kelly. A consider- 
able improvement has been effected this year. 
The map has been divided into squares, and letters 
indicating the squares have been attached to each 
street in the ‘Street Directory. This ingenious 
device will prove a great advantage. The ‘Law 
Directory’ reflects the changes introduced by the 
Judicature Act ; and in every particular the book 
has been brought up to date. The same energetic 
firm have issued three more of their handy county 
topographies—Norfolk, Suffolk, and Cambridge- 
shire. Some slight mistakes have been made in 
the lists of the officers of the Cambridge Colleges, 
but otherwise the volumes seem accurate. 


Ar a rather late date, Messrs. Letts have sent 
us their well-known Pocket-books and Diaries. 
These excellent publications are upon the whole 
the most satisfactory of their kind. Though not 
so daintily got up as some of their rivals, they 
are better fitted for actual use : and they are most 
carefully edited. In this year’s issue a good deal 
of new information has been introduced relating 
to foreign and colonial matters that cannot fail 
to be useful to men engaged in commerce. Indeed, 
for such persons, there are no diaries that can 
compare with these. 


Tux frontispiece of Punch’s Pocket-Book (Punch 
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Office) is an adaptation to modern times of Mr. 
Long’s picture of the Babylonian Marriage-market. 
The rest of the contents are of the usual character. 
—The extremely useful Concise Diury of Messrs. 
Marcus Ward & Co., with its delightful cover, 
deserves hearty praise.—The Stationers’ Company 
send us Gilberts Clergyman’s Almanac, together 
with Whitaker’s Clergyman’s Diary and Wills’s 
Clerical Almanac—publications well suited to their 
purpose. The same company publish The British 
Almanac and Companion, which deservedly re- 
tains its reputation as a sound and useful book. 
Watson's Family Expenditure Book (Glasgow, 
George Watson) is cheap at a shilling.

MR. C. JOSEPH LA TROBE. 

On December 4th departed this life Charles 
Joseph La Trobe, an author and traveller of some 
popularity forty years ago. He was also a faith- 
ful and honest public servant, having been made 
Superintendent of Port Philip in 1839, and pro- 
moted to be Lieutenant-Governor of Victoria in 
1851, just before the discovery of gold in that 
colony, an event which swelled its population in six 
months from 15,000 to 80,000, including some of 
the most turbulent subjects governor ever had to 
rule over. His upright and honest conduct rendered 
him generally loved. 

He was born in London, March 20, 1801. son of 
the respected Moravian missionary, the Rev. C. 
J. La Trobe, author of ‘ Visits to South Africa.’ 
Between 1825-30, Charles La Trobe spent most of 
his time in Switzerland, whose mountains and 
passes he explored without a guide, trusting to his 
sharp eyes and stout sinews,—a worthy pioneer and 
forerunner of the Alpine Club. The public has the 
results of these travels in the once-popular volume 
‘The Alpine Stock,’ 1829, and the ‘ Pedestrian 
Ramble in Tyrol,’ 1832. 

In 1832 he started for America, with his friend, 
Count Albert de Pourtalis, and after visiting the 
chief cities of the United States, started on an 
expedition across the prairies to Mexico, in com- 
pany with Washington Irving, who became his 
attached friend. 

A narrative of his adventures was published, 
under the titles ‘The Rambler in North America,’ 
2 vols., 1835, and ‘The Rambler in Mexico,’ 1836. 
Mr. La Trobe was twice married, and leaves 
behind him a widow, four daughters, and a son. 

fe breathed his last at Clapham House, his resi- 

dence, in one of the most secluded valleys of the 
South Downs, and is buried in the quiet church- 
yard of Litlington. 





THE PRINCE AND THE “NATIVE” PRINCES. 
Just as might have been expected, seeing that

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a nice blunder has been made with respect to one, 
at least, of the book presents “ selected ” for pre- 
sentation to the “Native Princes of Hindustan.” 
The “native Prince” in this instance is named 
Aghia Khan. He is a descendant of the kings of 
the former dynasty of Persia, ousted by the pre- 
sent dynasty of the Kajars, and has, for several 
years past, resided in India; for a very good reason, 
that he cannot weli reside anywhere else without 
danger to his life. He is the head also of a cer- 
tain sect of Musalmans, a number of whom reside 
in the Bombay Presidency. By his sect he is 
looked upon as a saint and the patriarch of their 
religion ; and so he has been presented with a 
“crimson morocco bound copy” of the book so 
very justly criticized by you in a late issue, which 
gives disgusting details of the daily amusements 
of the descendant of the son of a Marhatié cow- 
herd—the Gatyé-kunwar, anglicized Guicowar— 
“a chronicle of the doings,” as Aghd Khan will 
say, “of the son of a burnt father, « Kdjir Hindu, 
given asa token of good-will to me, the descen- 
dant of a long line of Musalmadn sovereigns, and 
the orthodox head of the Muhammadan faith 
(for this he claims to be among his own sect)— 
with what object? That J may suppose that such 
innocent amusements are approved of by the son 
and heir of the sovereign of the British Empire, 
who means thereby to say, ‘Go thou, and do like- 
wise.” 

Agha Khiin might as well have been presented 
with an essay on the best mode of feeding ard 
eating the pig. Had such a book been presented 
to the “Bottly Wallah,” it would not have 
mattered in the least; but, notwithstanding that 
these Hindi worshippers say the Muhammadans 
are disloyal, why insult them in such wise? They 
have as much right to hold their religious opinions, 











and worship the one true God, as the Hindus to 
hold their ideas on religion, and worship blocks of 
wood and stone as numerous as the stars. If the 
presentation of books was deemed a necessary 
part of the programme to be observed towards 
the “Native Princes,” good copies of books in 
their own languages might have been given. For 
example, if a nice copy of the Kurin, such as 
they print in Germany, had been presented to 
Aghd Khdn, he doubtless would have appreciated 
it; or even a copy of the Christian Scriptures, 
which all Muhammadans, except the most grossly 
ignorant, reverence, would have been better than 
the doings of Hindi Rajahs, In the list given by 
you, the only books in the languages of India 
selected are the Rig Veda and a Dravidian Gram- 
mar, which latter, we may suppose, are to be 
given to Muhammadans of the Panjab and Delhi, 
as well as of Central and Southern India, and to 
Hindus, whether they be Brdihmans, Rajputs, 
Marhatas, or any other of their scores of castes 
and divisions. 

It was, no doubt, a good way of getting rid of old 
stock, but what Musalmdn or Hindu do you sup- 
pose will, if he can read English, read a page of 
Doyle’s ‘Chronicle of England,’ Strutt’s ‘ Dress 
and Habits of the English’—he sees them daily, 
the latter particularly—they are quite familiar 
things ; the ‘Coronation’ of that worthy pattern 
king, ‘George the Fourth,’ or ‘Military and Reli- 
gious Life of the Middle Ages,’ and the like. As 
to pictures, he understands them just as well 
upside down as the right way. The books that 
would be appreciated by Hindu, Musalmiu, and 
Gabr are books illustrated in the French fashion, 
such as would send Mr. Collette and his clients 
into fits, or of the style of the ‘ Mysteries of Lon- 
don.’ These the “ Native Princes” would go into 
ecstasies over. 

I propose, with your permission, in another 
communication, to offer you a few remarks on the 
absurd blunders made by newspaper correspon- 
dents on this royal visit—a perfect godsend to 
them—and particularly the historical letters of 
Mother Gamp’s “ special.”

COL. F. CUNNINGHAM. 


Tue youngest son of Allan Cunningham, Lieut.- 
Francis Cunningham, — editor of Ben 
Jonson, Marlow, and Massinger, and a frequent 
contributor to the Saturday Review,—died on the 
3ed instant, in his fifty-sixth year. Having joined 
the Madras Army as Ensign in the 23rd Light 


| Infantry in 1838, he was in the next year appointed 


to “the Shah’s Sappers,” a part of that force of 
“his own troops,” which, according to Lord Auck- 
land’s proclamation, was to escort the legitimate 
monarch of the Afghans into his ancestral do- 
minions. He went through the opening campaign 
with credit, and as field-engineer at Jellalabad, 
uuder Broadfoot, also a Madras officer, he won 
more distinction than ofcen falls to the lot of a 
young subaltern. Some of the bravest and most 
experienced soldiers who were in “the illustrious 
garrison” declared that by his fertility of resource, 
his gallant bearing, and unextinguishable vivacity, 
he was the life and soul of that memorable defence. 
His youth and subordinate position, of course, 
precluded him from receiving any honour, except 
in the eyes of his comrades. Immediately after 
the withdrawal of our army from Afghanistan, he 
was, however, placed by Lord Ellenborough in 
the Mysore Commission; and those who visited 
Bangalore between 1850 and 1860,—including, we 
believe, the present Earl of Derby,—can hardly 
fail to remember the fine presence and delightful 
companionship of Francis Cunningham, or his 
library, a perfect marvel for an Indian station. 
In 1861 he retired, much broken in health, on the 
pension of his rank, settled in London, and devoted 
himself to literature. Hall, staircase, and every 


room of his little house in Clarendon Road, Ken- 
sington, were crowded with curious books, rare 
engravings, and a few valuable old pictures. 
Among his most prized possessions was Charles 
Lamb’s copy of Ben Jonson (folio, 1616), the pur- 
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chase of which for sixteen shillings is triumphantly 
chronicled in one of Elia’s essays. It contains 
many marginal notes by Lamb and Coleridge. 
Over his library chimney-piece hung a black and 
gold frame, containing four finished pencil draw- 
ings of Lamb, Coleridge, Southey, and Words- 
worth, done for Joseph Cottle, of Bristol, in 1798. 
These ought to bein the National Portrait Gallery, 
and as Col. Cunningham was never married, it is 
not improbable that a sale of his books and works 
of art may become necessary. His elder brother, 
General Alexander Cunningham, author of ‘The 
Bhilsa Topes,’ &c., and head of the Archzological 
Survey of India, is now in that country, and, 
it is understood, is to be one of the officers to be 
installed Knights of the Star of India by the 
Princt of Wales at Calcutta, about the end of this 
month (Athen., No, 2508, p. 675). 








MR. JAMES YEOWELL. 

WE regret to announce the death, on the 10th 
instant, of this gentleman, who was for upwards of 
twenty years the active and intelligent sub-editor of 
Notes and Queries. It were hard to say whether 
that journal was better suited to the peculiar gifts 
of Mr. Yeowell, or that simple-minded worshipper 
of strict accuracy to his duties in connexion 
with Notes and Wueries. No man was ever more 
fortunate in finding in his daily occupaticn the 
labour in which he delighted. To “spot” a familiar 
quotation, the source of which had long been 
a problem to scholars; to trace the authority for 
some historical anecdote, or some pithy apophthegm 
often quoted, but never authenticated ; to fix 
some disputed date, clear up some obscure allu- 
sion, or settle some disputed point in literary his- 
tory or bibliography, was to him a labour of love, 
pursued with a shrewdness and energy often 
crowned with unexpected success, Three years 
ago, when age began to tell on him, he persisted 
in retiring from Notes and Queries, under the 
impression that he should enjoy perfect leisure, and 
the kindness of the Duke of Buccleuch found him 
a quiet rest in the Charter House. But idleness 
had no charms for him ; his infirmities gradually 
increased, and on Friday in last week, his quiet, use- 
ful, and unostentatious life was brought to a close. 

Mr. Yeowell had made a large collection of cut, 
tings, jottings, notes, &c., illustrative of the bio- 
graphy of the “illustrious obscure” of our literature. 
Though they would probably not repay the cost of 
publication, they are materials for literary his- 
tory which it would be well to secure for public 
use in our national library. 








THE PRINCE OF WALES'S VISIT TO INDIA. 

So the Prince of Wales has seen for himself 
some of the Baroda “ sports” described by Rous- 
selet. Of course what was presented was only a 
diluted form of the spectacles in which the 
souls of Mulhar and his predecessors delighted. 
Elephants, it is true, tusked one another, and were 
separated by having fuses flared before their eyes ; 
buffaloes charged each other, and were gored till 
the blood streamed down their necks; goats 
butted each otner savagely, their skulls crashing 
together with reports which were like successive 
pistcl:shots ; a rhinoceros was, as the Daily News 
Special Correspondent expresses it, “ jobbed with 
a spear,” and, as the Daily Telegraph representa- 
tive terms it, “ prodded,” to make him fight ; and 
soon. Here is a sketch of one part of the “ spec- 
tacle” which we must be pardoned for quoting, 
for the reason we shall give presently. It is 
from the pen of Mr. Archibald Forbes :—“ Buffa- 
loes succeed behemoth ; genuine wild buffaloes 
of the swampy jungle—brutes that among their 
native bulrushes will fearlessly face the tiger 
himself. One is black and sleek, the other dun 
and rough. There is no question about their 
ardour for the battle; with straining sinew they 
rush to the encounter. At the first crash the dun 
loses a horn close to the scalp. The agony must 
be horrible ; the blood streams from the raw pith 
on to the sand, but the fighting demon is rampant 
in the dun, aud he battles madly on. But he can- 





not sustain the unequal contest long, and it is a 
relief from the sickening spectacle when he wheels, 
and, dashing blindly against the barricade, half 
staggers, half crouches under it, and is lost sight 
of as, mad with pain and terror, he rushes out into 
the open, the scared populace flying wildly from 
his infuriated track.” 

In our review of Rousselet we ventured to point 
out that the presentation to native princes of a 
book depicting such scenes would be misunder- 
stood ; we now go further, and venture to express 
sorrow that the advisers of the Prince of Wales 
permitted the agony of animals to be made a 
conspicuous part of an entertainment held in the 
city from which its late ruler was expelled for his 
love of barbarity, as well as for other reasons, It 
is true no men fought with claws before the 
Prince, for, as a writer says naively, the “ enter- 
tainment was modified to suit European taste”; 
but, we ask, was the entertainment in any way 
suitable to English taste ? From the Z'imes down- 
wards, almost every journal was virtuously indig- 
nant not long ago when some cock-fighters were 
caught in the very act of enjoying their “sport” 
in Lancashire. Englishmen take the flattering 
unction to their souls that their days of bear- 
baiting are over, and that Spain may keep her 
cruel bull-fights to herself ; but here is the Prince 
of Wales at Baroda. 

Whilst the Prince was at Bombay, he took 
a humane and dignified step, to which suffi- 
cient attention has not been directed in this 
country. The local squabbles between officials 
and non-officials which rage in that city under its 
present administration, prevented the Prince from 
being asked by Government to visit the Hospital 
for Sick Europeans, although the great native 
hospitals were duly honoured. The Duke of 
Sutherland, however, being perhaps privately 
enlightened that there was a screw loose some- 
where, went and saw for himself the miserable 
huts, and was horrified and disgusted. He had 
previously seen the jail; “but,” he remarked 
significantly, to the doctor who took him through 
the hospital, “‘I’d far rather be confined there 
than here!” The Prince of Wales was duly 
informed of the state of the Hospital for Sick 
Europeans, and took it upon himself to visit it. 
He was so moved at the spectacle which he saw, 
that he wrote an autograph ietter to Lord North- 
brook on the subject. So we may hope the pre- 
sent mal-arrangements may soon cease to disgrace 
Bombay. 

Even the Mahrattas came forward with their 
songs to honour the visitor, One of these is 
rather poetical, and runs thus :— 

Prince of the North! Thy loyal subjects welcome thee. 

As the Chatak bird is merry when it sees the face of a cloud, 

As the lotus, looking up, is glad to behold the countenance of 
the moon, 

So is thy face to us, Lord of the Northern Isle! 

Another species of singer turned up in Ceylon. 
Last season we had Mr. Sankey in London “preach- 
ing the gospel by song.” The Prince goes out to 
Ceylon, and finds a “Singing Pilgrim” awaiting 
him at Colombo. This ‘“‘ Sankey of Asia,” as he 
is called, is a Mr. Philip Phillips, who holds 
“services of sacred sopg.” The latest Colombo 
Observer to hand says:—* The largest congregation 
ever assembled inColombo, probably, came together 
in the Wesleyan Chapel last night to hear Mr. 
Philip Phillips, the Singing Pilgrim. The result 
justified the pleasing expectations formed. All 
the pieces selected were well rendered, but ‘The 
Leap for Life,’ a descriptive song, stood out from 
the others in point of excellence, and was, perhaps, 
as well done as it could possibly be. The only 
fault to be found with the performance is that 
Mr. Phillips is a little ‘slow’ with the anecdotes 
and remarks on which he strings his ‘ spiritual 
songs.’” 

It will be remembered that when we spoke of 
the books about to be presented during his Eastern 
progress by the Prince of Wales to chiefs and 
scholars, we mentioned amongst others Prof. 
Childers’s ‘Pali Dictionary” As the telegram 
has already informed us, copies of this work were 
largely distributed in Ceylon, and, Pali being the 





sacred language of Ceylon, no book was more 
likely to be acceptable to the scholars of that island. 
Some people, however, in Ceylon appear to hold 
a different opinion of Prof. Childers’s work than 
has been unanimously expressed by the English 
press, and certain Buddhist priests are reported to 
entertain feelings which it does not concern us 
here to attempt to analyze. In any case the 
Colombo Observer, an old and respectable but 
crochety journal, singles us out for attack because 
in praising the work as from the very root a 
new one, we exhibited “crass ignorance.” Mr. 
Childers has replied to the Ceylon journal, 
and pointed out that when we said that “ Mr. 
Childers has not had a stone of another man’s 
foundation to build upon—not even the merest 
vocabulary,” we simply quoted in effect the words 
of the author himself in his Preface affixed to the 
second volume; so that the Colombo Observer 
should accuse him (Mr. Childers), and not the 
Atheneum, of “ crass ignorance.” To this we see 
no reply. 








Literary Gossip. 


In examining the papers of the late George 
Grote, his widow has discovered a remarkable 
essay exhibiting the historian’s opinions of 
Aristotle as a moral teacher. This precious 
paper, so interesting to the philosophical 
world, is printed among a group of post- 
humous papers, which will be published in a 
few days. 


Mr. R. W. Emerson’s new volume, entitled 
‘Social Aims,’ is to be published immediately 
by Messrs. Chatto & Windus, of Piccadilly. 
It contains much new matter, and includes 
his Essays on “Poetry and Imagination,” 
“ Eloquence,” ‘ Quotation and Originality,” 
“Progress of Culture,” ‘Persian Poetry,” 
‘‘ Inspiration,” and other articles never before 
collected. 


Cot, VALENTINE BAKER, who was sent to 
the Perso-Turkoman frontier in the spring of 
1873, and of whose map we made mention 
some time ago, has a volume in the press, 
under the title of ‘Coming Events in the 
East: Travels on the Perso-Turkoman Frontier.’ 
Its publishers are Messrs. Chatto & Windus. 


ONLY one document is published, according 
to Messrs. Hansard’s Monthly List for Novem- 
ber, under the head Reports and Papers, 1874. 
This is the Numerical List and Index to the 
Sessional Printed Papers of 1874. For 1875, 
there are sixteen entries under this title, of 
which the Abstract of Accounts of Loan So- 
cieties ; the Return of Slavers Captured ; the 
Orders in Council of 1870 and 1872, providing 
for a scheme of retirement in the Navy, 
(Royal Marines); and the Statement of the 
Moral and Material Progress of India for the 
year 1873-74, are the most important. 
Among the twelve Papers by Command will 
be found the sixth and final Report of the 
Rivers’ Pollution Commission, which seems 
unfortunately to have turned into an elaborate 
chemical treatise, instead of being a prac- 
tical engineering statement. The Judicial 
Statistics of Great Britain, and those of 
Ireland, for 1874, the Statements of Income 
and Expenditure of Turnpike Trusts and High- 
ways, and the Statistical Abstract of British 
India, 1865 to 1874, are also included in the 
List. 

At the weekly meeting of the Manchester 
Literary Club, held last Tuesday, some fac- 
simile pages of Pepys’s Diary and of his corre- 
spondence were exhibited by Mr. J. E. Bailey, 
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the editor of ‘Fuller's Sermons.’ In the paper 
which was communicated (‘On the History of 
the MS. of the Diary, and on the Stenography 
of Thomas Shelton, which Pepys used’), Mr. 
Bailey stated that he had worked out the key 
from Pepys’s correspondence. He believed 
that the diarist, who was as diligent a student 
as Clerk of the Acts of the Admiralty, bad, 
at Cambridge, taken up Shelton’s ‘ Tachy- 
graphy ’—a work that was in his time put 
forth with the approval of the University, 
and commended in verse by one of his own 
associates at Magdalene College. Mr. Bailey 
showed that the method had been published 
by Shelton as early as 1620, but that Lewis, 
Pitman, and other writers on short-hand, had 
placed it more than twenty years later. The 
palm of honour for a considerable advance in 
the progress of the stenographic art, had, in 
consequence of this wrong date, been unjustly 
given to Rich, 1654, whose name, moreover, 
had been most carelessly connected with 
the famous Diary by Lord Braybrooke and 
others, In the letters that were read were 
frequent touches thoroughly Pepysian in cha- 
racter, one of them being “a letter of 
respect only, and mortification,” from the 
diarist’s old friend, Sir Antony Deane. Some 
of the letters were recommendatory of Pepys’s 
brother-in-law, Balthazar St. Michel, formerly 
Deputy-Treasurer to the fleet. Lord Brouncker 
wrote (March 3, 1681-2) that Pepys had “ suf- 
fered much for his services to the Crown, and 
ought therefore to be valued (!) as well for his 
great abilities and parts.” 

ENERGETIC efforts are being made in the 
provinces to promote the Byron National 
Memorial inaugurated last summer by Mr. 
Disraeli. A committee has been formed at 
Manchester, and a Meeting was held at the 
Town-hall on Monday, the 13th inst., under 
the presidency of the Mayor. A similar 
Meeting, with the same object, has been held 
at Plymouth. 

In recognition of his past services, a purse 
containing one hundred pounds has just been 
presented by the Guild of Literature and Art 
to Mr. Richard H. Horne, one of its founders. 
It may be necessary to remind the present 
generation that Mr. Horne is one of the few 
survivors of that band of famous amateurs 
who appeared at Devonshire House, in Bulwer 
Lytton’s comedy of ‘Not so Bad as We Seem,’ 
on behalf of the embryo guild. Lord Lytton, 
Dickens, Douglas Jerrold, John Leech, and 
Maclise, were among the distinguished authors 
and artists who took part in the performance. 


Mr. Josepu Foster, who is engaged in the 
compilation of the pedigrees of the county 
families of England, several volumes of which 
have appeared, has issued a notice of the 
publication, in two volumes folio, of the collec- 
tion of the hitherto unpublished pedigrees of 
some Yorkshire families, which he entitles 
‘Familie Minorum Gentium.’ These were 
originally compiled by the late Mr. Hunter, 
the historian of South Yorkshire and Hallam- 
shire. We believe that Mr. Foster is giving 
much additional matter. 

Mr. Darw:n is going to be crushed! Dr. 
Bateman, of Norwich, is engaged upon a 
‘popular’ version of his work on Aphasia, and 
so important is this contribution to the anti- 
Darwin literature considered by some excellent 
people, that Dean Goulburn has undertaken to 





usher the new volume into the world with an 
introductory Preface. 

Mr. C. L, GRUNEISEN contributes an article 
to the January number of the St. James's 
Magazine, in which, under the title of ‘The 
Defences of Holland,’ he replies to the notice 
in the Ldinburgh Review of the Prussian Inva- 
sion of 1787. Init he gives verbatim a project 
of a treaty, recently brought to light, between 
the Empress Catherine the Second and Joseph 
the Second, for the partition, not of Holland 
only, but also of Germany. A portion of 
France too was included in this scheme of 
spoliation. Apprehensive as the Dutch natu- 
rally are that they will sooner or later share the 
fate of Alsace and Lorraine, the revelation has 
made a great stir among them. The same 
number contains a short poem, hitherto 
unpublished, by Leigh Hunt. 

THE Germans seem never to get tired of 
anything relating in any imaginable way to 
Goethe or Schiller. The Gazette 
announces, with great delight, an ‘“‘ anziehenden 
Fund,” a fragment of a diary (?) of Reinhold 
Lenz, written for Goethe in 1775, and which

had got among Schiller’s papers, Goethe 
having sent it to Schiller in 1797. A number 


of letters addressed by Goethe to Cotta have 
been discovered at Stuttgart. 


THe Cumberland and Westmoreland Anti- 
quarian and Archeological Society held a 
‘winter session ” at Carlisle on the 9th, when 
papers were read on the stained glass in the 
east window of the Cathedral, on the Chapter 
library, the parish registers of St. Mary’s and 
St. Cuthbert’s, and other subjects. 


Tue Rev. J. Fuller Russell, F.S.A., editor 
of ‘ Hierurgia Anglicana,’ writes to us :— 

‘* My attention has just been directed to a para- 
graph in the Atheneum, containing two extracts 
of Mr. Malcolm MacColl’s third edition of ‘ Law- 
lessness,’ &c., and crediting Mr. MacColl, in respect 
of them, with having ‘made an important dis- 
covery, a ‘discovery’ which ‘perhaps is fatal to 
the Purchas Judgment.’ In point of fact, how- 
ever, the citations in question are no new ‘dis- 
covery.’ The first of them, viz. the Declaration 
concerning ‘ vestments in time of Divine Service,’ 
of the Committee of the House of Lords in 1641, 
was quoted by me in the Church Times, of March 
30, 1867; and the second, viz., the Parliamentary 
‘ Ordinance,’ of May, 1644, in the Church Review, 
of April 6, 1867, where it is followed by another 
citation, and prefaced by the remark that ‘the 
mention of copes, surplices,’...and also ‘super- 
stitious vestments,’ in the first of the following 
extracts, suggests the inquiry whether even 
chasubles may not have been ‘in use in this 
Church of England’ during the primacy of Laud.” 
If Mr. Russell had looked more carefully 
at our paragraph, he would have seen that we 
spoke of one “discovery” only, namely, that 
the “Ordinance” of 1644 is in flagrant con- 
tradiction to the Purchas Judgment. No 
doubt, many persons before even Mr. Russell 
had read the Ordinances of 1644; but has 
Mr. Russell written anything since the Judg- 
ment was pronounced, to show that he saw 
the bearing the Ordinance has on the Judg- 
ment? 


A PUBLIC MEETING has just been held in 
Chesterfield, under the presidency of the 
Duke of Devonshire, to promote the erection 
of a building to be devoted to the advance- 
ment of literature, science, and art. It is 
proposed to form a library, museum, and a 
large public hall. The edifice is to be called 





“The Stephenson Memorial Hall,” in honour 
of George Stephenson, who lived and died at 
Chesterfield. The sum of 5,200/. has been 
subscribed towards the object in view. 

AccorDING to statistical tables, 584,959 
dollars’ worth of printed books were exported 
from the United States in the fiscal year 
1874-75. Of these 95,678 dollars’ worth are 
said to have been imported into England. 

Few novels, poems, or works of literary 
importance appear in Paris at this period of 
the year, almost exclusively given up to the 
illustrated publications for the jour de lan: 
one, however, by the sub editor of the Figayo, 
M. Francis Magnard, entitled ‘La Vie et les 
Aventures d’un Positiviste,’ just published, 
deserves attention. There is much good humour 
mingled with the higher reasoning of this 
book ; and many persons, whose philosophical 
views do not correspond with those of the 
author, may be attracted by his manner, and 
find plenty to interest them. 

M. Francois Coppée, the only living French 
poet who has the courage to take his subjects 
from modern life, has just published a poem, 
entitled ‘Olivier,’ the hero of which, a young 
man of the present day, is said in several 
respects to be a sort of portrait of M. Coppée 
himself. Scattered through the numerous 
lyrical chefs d’ceuvre of ‘Les Poémes Modernes,’ 
and ‘ Les Humbles,’ were plentiful indications 
that M. Coppée’s talents lay in the field 
which he has now wholly adopted ; and this 
poem of some two thousand lines, which 
seems likely to have great popularity in 
Paris, will afford an opportunity of judging 
whether the novel rhythmical and rhymed is 
capable of greater success there than it has 
achieved in England since the unique attempt 
of Mrs. Browning. 

Pror. Brucscu-Bry, of Gittingen, has 
published two leaves of the Sinaitic MS. The 
fragment contains portions of Leviticus, chap- 
ters xxil., xxiii, and is introduced by a pre- 
face in which the editor gives his reasons for 
supposing the two leaves to be really a part of 
the famous Codex. These are not of the most 
convincing nature, notwithstanding the monks’ 
assertion. The type is not the same as that 
used in the splendid edition of the MS. issued 
at the expense of the Emperor of Russia, but 
it is employed by Von Tischendorf in Codex 
C., and the widow of the deceased scholar 
lent it for the present purpose. There are two 
columns on each page. 

M. Jutes Arine, Interpreter in China, has 
published a work which will have considerable 
interest for many persons in England at the 
preset juncture, when so much public attention 
is naturally directed towards China. ‘Ia 
Chine Familiére et Galante,’ affords a series of 
very piquant revelations as to the most intimate 
manners and customs of the Celestial Empire, 
related by one who has had exceptional 
opportunities for observing them. M. Paul 
Aréne, brother of the interpreter, a poet and 
novelist, is about to publish a collection of 
nouvelles, under the name of ‘La Gueuse 
Parfumée,’ some of which have already achieved 
considerable success in the journals where they 
first appeared ; several, however, are quite new. 


Canon PHILLIPs writes to us:— 

“Under the heading Thirlwalliana in the Athe 
neum is the following : ‘The Bishop left behind 
him a number of sermons in Welsh, which may 
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ibly see the light some day.’ I beg to say that 
these sermons are now in my possession, and will 
be published as soon as a sufficient number of sub- 
gcribers’ names is obtained, as the enclosed 
circular shows.” 

WE owe an apology to Mr. Bentley. When 
complaining last week of the wretched type 
and wretched paper of the two editions of 
Miss Austen’s novels, that are in common 
circulation, we were quite unaware that 
he had recently issued the novels in a 
handsome and convenient shape, worthy of 
the high reputation of his firm. We have all 
the greater pleasure in drawing attention to 
this edition, because we believe that many 
lovers of Miss Austen were as ignorant as we 
were, of the service that Mr. Bentley has 
thus rendered to English Literature. 


In January a new monthly will appear, 
entitled ‘Christian Progress, a Magazine of 
Help and Encouragement in Christian Life.’

SCIENCE 
SCIENCE SCHOOL-BOOKS, 
An Elementary Treatise on Algebra. By the Rev. 
J. H. Robson, M.A. (Chapman & Hall.) 

Tus book is considerably smaller than the ordinary 
treatises on Algebra, the object of the author being 
“to give in small compass clear proofs of all the 
ordinary Algebraical Theorems.” It will therefore 
be found useful by those students who are not 
willing to devote a long time to the subject, while 
those who wish to go into it more fully will 
probably prefer a larger treatise. Itis not a book 
for a beginner, and should not be read by any who 
have not a fair knowledge of Algebra up to, 
and including, simple equations ; thus the more 
ordinary methods of solving simple simultaneous 
equations of two or more unknowns are not given, 
the student’s knowledge of them being assumed. 
There is a short but useful chapter on chances, and 
the summation of series is clearly treated; it 
would perhaps have been well to have added to 
the article on Recurring Series, the method of 
finding the general term of such a series when the 
scale of Relation is known.—There is a serviceable 
collection of examples and problems at the end 
of the book. 


Elements of the Infinitesimal Calculus. By James 
G. Clark, A.M. (Cincinnati, Wilson Hinkle & 
Co.; London, Lockwood & Co.) 

Tis book is founded mainly, we are told in the 

Preface, on the treatise of M. Duhamel: the 

author has not attempted to treat the subject 

with minute detail, but has produced a compact 
and useful text-book ; he has managed to give in 
one volume the principal .propositions in the 

Differential and Integral Calculus, and has added 

several chapters on the Integration of Total 

Differential Equations. While enough has been 

given to enable the student to obtain a good 

general knowledge of the subject, there are, of 
course, many important propositions omitted ; thus 
we find no mention of maxima and minima of 
functions of more than two independent variables ; 
of epicycloids and hypocycloids, or of methods of 
changing the variables in multiple integrals : it is 
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however, more surprising to find that so much is 
included than to find that some few points are 
omitted. — The sections on Convergence of Series, 
and on Differential Equations of Surfaces are some- 
what obscure, and, without explanation, might 
cause difficulty to the student, while the earlier 
parts of the Integral Calculus are particularly 
well arranged and explained. There are numerous 
examples in each chapter, many of which are 
worked out as illustrations of the propositions. 
The book has been carefully printed, with clear, 
legible type, and on good paper. 


Numerical Examplesin Heat, for the Use of Teachers 
and Students preparing for Science Examina- 
tions. By R. f Day, M.A. (Longmans & Co.) 

Noruine gives young students of theoretical 
subjects so much confidence in the principles they 
are studying as the application of those principles 
to practice. Those who are working in physical 
laboratories have their own calculations, arising 
from their own experiments; but for the great 
body of students, who have not an opportunity of 
actually experimentalizing, such a collection of 
examples as this is extremely useful. The ex- 
amples, more than three hundred in number, 
have been well selected and carefully arranged ; 
they embrace all portions of the subject, and are 
mostly such calculations as would actually occur 
in a laboratory. The usefulness of the book 
would have been increased, especially to students 
working alone, if Mr. Day had given solutions, 
worked out in detail, of some few examples on 
each division of the subject. 








VESUVIUS, 
Naples, Dec. 8, 1875. 

A Few days only have elapsed since you were 
informed that Vesuvius had entered on a new 
period of volcanic activity. Such was the report 
of Prof. Palmieri. As yet the mountain has not 
spoken, but on Monday morning Naples was 
shaken at 3h. 24m. by a severe shock of earth- 
quake, and the panic created by it was intense. 
Late, or early as it was, nearly the whole popula- 
tion turned into the streets, despite the rain, 
which was coming down in torrents. Most were 
on foot, many in carriages; and all made for the 
open places, such as the Molo, the Piazza del 
Dante, or the Strada Vittorio Emmanuele—indeed, 
every square was filled with a terror-stricken 
crowd, whose cries made the scene yet more ter- 
rific. Omnibuses and carriages, wherever they 
could be found, were taken possession of, and soon 
filled, but the great proportion of the fugitives 
were compelled to rough it in the open, half 
dressed, and some in their shirts. That which 
was dreaded was the “ replica ”—the return shock, 
when the earth returns, as it were, to its normal 
condition. Happilyit did not take place, andat dawn 
a shivering crowd returned to their homes, to find, 
many of them, that they had been robbed in their 
absence. Report then began to be busy, and 
heavy disasters were related to have occurred in 
various parts of the city—statements which were 
readily received, as nothing is so credulous as 
fear. No great damage, however, was occasioned; 
several half-built or rickety houses were thrown 
down, some houses and public buildings were 
more or less damaged, as the Alberga dei Poveri, 
some barracks, and a hospital, from which the 
sick were removed on that inclement night. Yet 
the incidents following on the shock were suffi- 
ciently awful to alarm any one: the house bells 
rang, the walls sensibly moved, furniture was dis- 
placed, and persons were rocked in their beds, 
The precise moment of the shock was marked, too, 
by many a watch which had stopped, but 
Palmieri’s calculation could not be erroneous. 
He describes it as having travelled from N.W. 
to $.E., and as having been at first undulatory, 
then vertical, and afterwards “ sussultoria,” 
lasting altogether 18 seconds. Every one, of 
course, attributed it to Vesuvius, but our Pro- 
fessor says it had no relation with the mountain ; 
and one proof of it is, that the movement extended 
over a great extent of country, and increased in 





intensity at an increasing distance from Naples, 
the centre of agitation being in Puglia, near a 
place called S. Marco in Lamis. There the 
great shock, which has been followed by severab 
others, lasted upwards of a minute. Since Mon- 
day, despatches have arrived from many places in 
the neighbourhood, and others at a considerable- 
distance, describing the terror of the inhabitants. 
At Resina and the other towns under the moun- 
tain the panic was excessive, for the movement was- 
attributed to Vesuvius, and an eruption was 
expected immediately. The shock was felt ail 
round the coast, and even on the islands. Nola, 
Caserta, Benevento, Foggia, and Bari were shaken. 
At Caserta the troops left their barracks, and 
encamped in the squares ; but in no place, as far- 
as we have heard at present, has there been any 
sacrifice of life, except in S. Marco in Lamis, 
where three persons were killed and severab 
houses thrown down. On Monday night and 
Tuesday morning the fears of the Neapolitans 
were again on the increase, as there was an appre- 
hension that the shock might repeat itself at the 
end of twenty-four hours, and three o'clock in 
the morning was waited for with nervous agita- 
tion. Few went to bed, or if they did they lay 
down dressed, or with their clothes near them, 
ready for a start. Many formed parties in their 
houses, as if death would 5e less awful in the 
company of friends, but more were in the streets 
—the caffes were crowded, and carriages again. 
were utilized as sleeping chambers. Many too— 
and it reminds us of one or two incidents con- 
nected with the history of Pompeii—packed up. 
their jewellery, ready to be carried off at the first 
alarm, and one lady, says a journalist, sent off “her 
adored parrot,” to be restored when demanded, or 
to be retained in case of accident. 

As by the rising or falling of a thermometer 
one detects the changes of temperature, so by the- 
watch alone it was possible to measure the inten- 
sity of anxiety. At midnight public feeling was. 
very nervous. At one o’clock on Tuesday morn- 
ing there was a vast amount, or display, of devo- 
tion—Litanies were sung and Saints invoked;, 
and so it continued till three o’clock, when the 
awful moment approached. At 3h. 24m. fear was 
at its height, but the hand moved on, and the 
dreaded shock was not felt. Still there might be 
some delay—clocks might be wrong; yet no— 
time went on and nothing happened, so that 
Litanies ceased to be sung, und thousands who had 
spent a night of intensest agony on the damp 
pavement went home, chilled to the marrow, 
indeed, but «allegramente. Since then there has. 
been no further alarm here, at least. Vesuvius, 
as I look upon it, wears an aspect full of innocence;. 
it is covered with snow, but underneath are raging 
fires, which may burst out at any moment. As 
far as human science can predict, an eruption will 
take place before long. It is not improbable that 
the unusual quantity of rain which has fallen this 
year nay have precipitated the phenomena I have 
reported, for Prof. Phillips, in his ‘ Vesuvius,’ says, 
“Internal fissures arising from some kind of accu- 
mulating pressure, the necessity of earthquakes. 
following upon such a process in a volcanic region 
will be apparent. For thus the heated interior 
becomes opened to the admission of water; the 
generation of steam—the sudden shock—the far- 
extended vibratory motion, are consequences of a 
slow change of dimensions, in presence of interna} 
heat and admitted water.” H. W. 





GEOGRAPHICAL NOTES. 

Lieut. Cameron has at last been heard of, the 
welcome news of his arrival at Loanda having 
been received by the President of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society, on Thursday. Thus one of the 
most remarkable feats of geographical exploration 
in our days has been accomplished by this adven- 
turous officer. The entire journey across Africa, 
from Zanzibar to Loanda, including a two months’ 
survey of the shores of Lake Tanganyika, has 
occupied two years and eight months. He left 
the Eastern Coast, near Zanzibar, on the 24th of 
March, 1873 ; reached Ujiji on the 21st of February, 
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1874; finally left that place on his journey to the 
West Coast on the 18th of May, 1874, and arrived 
at Loanda in November last. According to his 
brief telegram, despatched from Loanda on the 
22ud of November, to the Cape Verde Islands for 
transmission to London, he had not been able to 
follow the Congo on leaving Lake Tanganyika, but 
had been forced by circumstances to take a more 
southerly course. A more definite account of his 
journey and discoveries will be looked forward to 
with eagerness, on the arrival of the traveller in 
England, about a month hence. 

We have received from Messrs. Philips a 
‘Chart of the Suez Canal,’ by John Bartholomew, 
the publication of which, just now, is very & 
propos. It is based upon French and English 
Aduwiralty charts, supplemented by plans of Port 
Svid and Suez, a chart showing the approaches to 
it, and descriptive letter-press. From the latter 
sve learn that the tonnage of vessels which passed 
through the canal steadily increased from 436,618 
tous in 1870 to 2,424,000 in 1874, and that the 
net revenue in the latter year amounted to 808,0001., 
of which 313,000/. was available for paying a 
‘dividend on 8,000,000/. of share capital. It will 
thus be seen that, even from a business point of 
view, the purchase of 176,602 shares by the British 
Government may be defended. 

Mr. R. B. N. Walker writes :—“ Your re- 
viewer having so well responded to M, de Com- 
piéyne’s challenge to pomt out any errors in 
the first volume of his ‘Afrique Equatoriale,’ it 
would be superfluous for me to atteuwpt to do so, 
but my name having been mentioned more than 
once, both by the author and his critic, I trust I 
zusy be pardoned for asking you to find space for 
« very few words. Iam sure that neither myself 
nor any of my compatriots on the West Coast of 
Atrica deem ourselves entitled to any particular 
redit for showing such hospitality as we may 
thave done to the Marquis de Compiegne and his 
vompanion ; and I think that, even were it true 
that the English traders in the Fernand Vaz 
‘were more amiable and hospitable than sober,’ 
their want of sobriety might have been passed 
over in silence. But at page 51, M. de Compiégne 
casts an unmerited slur on Englishmen in general, 
his own words being (in his description of Sierra 
Leone) as follows :—‘ On y boit encore beaucoup, 
il «st vrai, x ais 4 Panglaise, en téte-i-téte avec 
sa bouteille” It is not true that Englishmen in 
Africa, as a rule, drink any more than their 
‘rench neighbours ; in fact, if we are to judge 
'y quantity, I think the latter are entitled to 
hear away the palm, and it certainly is not the 
‘abit of Englishmen to drink in solitude ; nor do 
' think that the experience of M. de Compicegne 
on the West Coast of Africa gave him any just 
‘eason to make the statement he has done as to 
the want of sobriety of English traders or other 
residents, I may mention one trivial error made 
‘.y your reviewer, which is probably a simple slip 
:f the pen. Azyingo is the name of a small lake, 
not of a trie. 1 discovered Azyingo in 1866, and 
:eported the fact to the Royal Geographical Society 
«at the time.”

AstronomicaL.—Dec. 11.—Prof. Adams, Presi- 
dent, in the chair.—Mr. Burton read a paper ‘On 
the Southern Nebulz 30 (Bode) Doradus and the 
Nebula about 7» Argis.’ Mr. Burton had, while 
stationed at Rodrigues, on the Transit of Venus 
Expedition, made drawings of these nebule with 
a 12h-inch silver or glass reflector, and on his 
return had compared them with Sir John Herschel’s 
drawings. After a careful comparison he was not 
disposed to think that there had been any great 
change in either of the nebul since the date of 
Sir John Herschel’s observations.—Mr. Ellery, of 
the Melbourne Observatory, described the observa- 
tions which they had made of the same nebule 
with their great Melbourne 4-feet reflector. He 
was inclined to think that rapid change could be 
traced, not only in the details of the nebulie, but 
also in the relative positions and magnitudes 
of the stars which appeared to be involved in 
them. Mr. Ellery also read a paper ‘On the 
Results of some Experiments with Huygens’s 
Parabolic Pendulum for Obtaining Uniform Rota- 
tion.’ The instrument he had used consisted of a 
heavy weight, or bob, attached by a thin flexible 
band of watch-spring steel to the upper part of a 
piece of metal cut into the form of the evolute of 
a parabola; this was attached to a revolving axis, 
so that the contrivance formed a conical pendulum, 
in which, when the rate of motion was increased, 
the bob or pendulum flew away from the axis, and 
wound the watch-spring band round the evolute 
of the parabola. He found that with this contri- 
vance a very uniform rate of motion was obtained, 
which appeared to be independent of the weight 
which was placed on the bob of the pendulum and 
of the driving power used.—A paper by Mr. With, 
‘On the Structure of Coggia’s Comet,’ was read. 
On the night of the 8th of July, 1874, an oscilla- 
tory motion of the fan-shaped jet in front of the 
nucleus was observed. The fan seemed to tilt 
over from the preceding towards the following 
side, and then for an instant appeared sharply 
defined, then it became nebulous, and all appear- 
ance of structure vanished. These pulsations and 
appearances of structure occurred several times, at 
intervals of from three to eight seconds.—Mr. Ran- 
yard read a paper, ‘ On the Duplicate Structure of 
Coggia’s Comet.’ He showed two drawings, each 
made on the 14th of July, 1874, the one by Mrs. 
Newall with the great refractor at Gateshead, 
and the other by Mr. With at Hereford. Both 
drawings showed that on that evening there were 
two faint parabolic arcs which intersected one 
another in tront of the nucleus of the comet; the 
axes of the arcs were parallel to one another, 
and were separated by a distance of about 1°. 
During the earlier evenings of July the inner 
parabolic arcs within the envelope of the comet 
had been drawn by several observers as double 
and overlapping, but the axes of the two sets 
of envelopes were much less separated than 
those of the arcs visible on the evening of the 
14th. Mr. Ranyard suggested that possibly a 
disruption was going on, similar in character to 
the disruption which took place in Biela’s comet 
as it approached perihelion in 1846.--Father Perry 
showed some photographs of the transit of Venus, 
which had been sent to him from Manilla. They 
appeared to show the body of Venus projected on 
a bright background outside the sua’s limb. It 
was suggested, however, from other evidence, that 
the photographs must have been taken from draw- 
ings. Lord Lindsay and Mr. Brothers, after an 
examination of the photographs, both inclined to 
the latter view. 


ZooLocicaL.—Dec. 7.—G. Busk, Esq., V.P., in 
the chair.—The Secretary read a Report on the 
additions made to the Menagerie during November, 
and called particular attention to a female Beisa 
Antelope (Oryx beisa) from Eastern Africa, presented

coltus ampelinus, Bp., obtained by Mr. W. 7. 
Blanford in Upper Scinde, to the west of Shj. 
karpur.—Letters and papers were read: by Prof 
Owen, the twenty-second part of his series of 
Memoirs on Dinornis, which contained a restora. 
tion of the skeleton of Dinornis maximus,—b 
Mr. J. W. Clark, ‘On the Eared Seals of the Islands 
of St. Paul and Amsterdam,’ to which he added g 
description of the ‘Fur Seal of New Zealand’; he 
also read copious extracts from the narratives of the 
older explorers in these seas, and attempted to 
reconcile the notices given by them with the sub- 
sequent descriptions of naturalists,—from the 
Rev. R. B. Watson, ‘On the Generic Peculiarities 
of the distinctively Madeiran Achatinas of Lowe) 
—from Dr. H. Burmeister, ‘On a new Species of 
Dolichotis, which Dr. Burmeister proposed to call 
Dolichotis salinicolu,—by Mr. W. . Blanford, 
‘On some large Stags’ Horns obtained by the Ex. 
pedition to Western Turkestan,’ to which the late 
Dr. Stoliczka was attached as naturalist, said to 
have been brought originally from the Thian Shan 
Mountains ; these horns were of very large size, 
each measuring fifty-one inches in Jength round 
the curve: Mr. Blanford considered that these 
horns showed the existence of a species hitherto 
undescribed, and proposed to give the name of 
Cervus eustephanus to the animal to which they 
belong,—from Dr. O. Finsch, ‘On Phenicomanes 
dora, Sharpe, and Abrornis atricapilla, Blyth, who 
pointed out that the first-named bird is identical 
with Iora lofiesnayei of Malacca, while Abrornis 
atricapilla, said to be from China, is in fact a 
Myjiodioetes pusillus, Wils., a well-known North 
American bird,—from Dr. Finsch, ‘On a Bird 
from the Arfak Mountains, New Guinea,’ which 
appeared to form a new genus and species: this 
Dr. Finsch proposed to call Pristorhamphus ver- 
ster’; also ‘On six new Polynesian Birds in the 
Museum Godeffroy at Hamburg,’—from Mr. J. 
Caldwell, ‘On the Zoology of the Island of Rod- 
rigues,—and by Dr. E. Von Martens, ‘On the 
Land avd Fresh-Water Shells collected by Mr. 
Osbert Salvin in Guatemala in 1873-1874

New SuHakspere.—Dec. 10.—F. J. Furnivall, 
Esq., Director, in the chair—The new Members 
announced were Messrs. T. Taylor, D, Bikélas, 8. 
Williams, and J. Thirlwall.—Dr. Ingleby first called 
attention to Mr. Hazlitt and Prof. A. Ward having 
reproduced the statement, founded on a proved 
forgery, that Lodge was an actor. He then quoted 
evidence in support of his assertion (which had 
been doubted) that E. A. Poe died, like R. Greene, 
from excess. He next gave the new interpretation, 
by Mr. A. E. Brae, of Guernsey, and himself, of 
the dedication to Shakspeare’s sonnets ; 1. A De- 
dication “ To the onlie begetter [=sole author] of 
these insuing sonnets, Mr. W. H. [=W. 8S. or 
W. S(H)akspeare.”| 2. An epistle dedicatory, as 
it were: “All happinesse [on earth] and that 
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eternitie promised [in heaven ]:—by [=for, or to] 
our ever-living poet [=W. Shakspeare], wisheth 
the well-wishing adventurer [=Thos, Thorpe] in 
setting-forth.” This reading was rejected by 
Mr, Furnivall, Dr. Nicholson, Mr. Matthew, 
&e. — Dr. Ingleby then discussed Shakspeare’s 
use of the verb season, which he contended 
had five meanings in the poet’s works, and pro- 
bably represented two different words from two 
distinct sources—Mr. Furnivall then sketched 
the sources of the fine scene between the King 
and the Countess of Salisbury in the play of 
‘Edward the Third,’—Froissart, and Painter from 
Bandello, with Barnes’s refutution of the story— 
and very briefly discussed the authorship of the 
scene, regretting greatly that he could not con- 
vince himself that Shakspeare’s claim to the noble 

re of the Countess was proven, though he hoped 
all folk would bow to Mr. Tennyson’s judgment 
that the claim was good. 





Puysicat.—Dee. 11.—Prof. Gladstone, Presi- 
dent, in the chair.—The following were elected 
Members: Mr. C. Higgins and Mr. S. O. Thomp- 
son.— Mr. Lodge exhibited and described a simple 
form of chronoscope for measuring short intervals 
of time, which Prof. Foster has recently devised.— 
Prof. M‘Leod described and exhibited an arrange- 
ment for ensuring that the charge given to a Ley- 
den jar shall not exceed any fixed limit. Through 
a cork in the upper end of a bell-glass passes a 
brass rod insulated through its entire length by 
a glass tube, through which it passes freely. 
To the upper end is attached a brass knob, 
and the lower end is pointed, and provided with a 
screw thread, so that it can be set at any distance 
within, or through, a hollow brass ball, perforated 
below and rigidly fixed to the glass tube. Within 
the bell-glass is a loose cage of perforated sheet 
zinc, and a vessel containing strong sulphuric acid. 
The whole stands on a metallic plate to secure a 
good earth connexion. The action is as follows: 
If the rod be screwed down so that the point pro- 
jects through the hollow ball, the upper knob and 
lower metallic plate being connected with the two 
poles of a Holtz machine, only short sparks can be 
obtained, because a large amount of electricity 
escapes at the point, but if the rod be raised so 
that the point barely enters the hollow ball at the 
top, no escape takes place from it, and the machine 
will give its full length of spark. By varying the 
position between these two extreme limits any 
required length of spark or amount of charge for 
an interposed Leyden jar can be obtained.

Science Gossip. 


Mr. THomas Rovt.ence, through whose exer- 
tions esparto became used in England in the 
manufacture of paper, has published, through 
Messrs, Spon, a pamphlet, in which he advocates 
the use of bamboo as a material for paper-making. 
The supply of esparto from Spain is decreasing, 
and although alfa is imported in large quantities 
from Algeria and the whole North African coast, 
the supply is not equal to the demand. Mr. 
Routledge points out that to a “paper stock ” the 
Paper-maker would give the preference over 
“half-stuff.” He proposes, therefore, to estab- 
lish a central factory near the bamboo plantations, 
towhich the bamboo stems when young should 
be brought ard subjected to snecessive weak 
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alkaline baths. He calculates the stems, taken 
as dry, will yield sixty per cent. of a fibrous 
“paper stock,’ which could be imported at a com- 
paratively low cost. The Indian Government has 
endorsed his views, and experimental planta- 
tions are to be established by the Forest Depart- 
ment. We wish Mr. Routledge all success in 
what seems a most hopeful project. 

Dr. Acianp has issued a second edition of his 
letter to Dr. Hooker, relating to the proposed 
removal of the Botanic Garden at Oxford. Up 
to this time we only know by hearsay what 
Dr. Hooker has said on the subject, and we are 
quite in the dark as to what were the subjects 
upon which he was asked to give an opinion. There 
are doubtless sufficient reasons why this opinion 
has not hitherto been made public ; but, until it 
has been, it seems to us not only premature, but 
partial in Dr. Acland to have published his 
letter. Since our previous remarks were penned, 
we learn that the Professor of Botany has re- 
quested members of Convocation to suspend their 
judgment until they have the whole facts of the 
case before them. The University and the out- 
side world will not, as Dr. Acland bas done even 
in this second edition, wholly ignore the Professor 
of Botany, but will be prepared to listen to his 
statements with all the deference due alike to his 
office and to himself. 

M. Werrz announced to the Académie des 
Sciences, on the 6th inst., that M. Lecoq de 
Boisbaudran had succeeded in isolating the new 
metal, gallium, It is a white metal, taking a place 
between zinc and aluminium. 

Pror. A. C. Ramsey, LL.D., Director-General 
of the Geological Survey of the United Kingdom, 
has been elected Corresponding Member of the 
American Academy of Arts and Sciences, in the 
place of the late Sir Charles Lyell. 

Ty connexion with the inquiry as to the modes 
of occurrence of our metalliferous deposits, it is of 
especial interest to find that the Magdala Gold 
Mining Company, at Pleasant Creek, Australia, 
have discovered a gold-bearing quartz reef at the 
depth of 1,601 feet from the surface, This is 
nearly 700 feet deeper than gold has ever pre- 
viously been found. 

Tue Melbourne Monthly Record, for April, of 
the results of observations made in the Observatory 
by Mr. Robert L. J. Ellery, the Government 
astronomer, is to hand. 

WE understand that Mr. Miall, the Curator of 
the Leeds Philosophical Society, will shortly pre- 
pare a monograph on the Ganoidei for the Palzeon- 
tographical Society. 

M. Emite Kopp, the Professor of Chemistry at 
the Polytechnic School of Ziirich, died on the 
30th of November, in the fifty-ninth year of 
his age. 

Tue Clyde Lighthouse Trust have adopted, in 
the Cloch Lighthouse, a new system of fog-signal- 
ling, which has been singularly successful. Con- 
nected with a high-pressure boiler, two or more 
whistles of different notes are fixed. By sounding 
in quick succession, marked and distinctive notes, 
an effect similar to the chiming of bells is produced, 
and thus a distinct indication of the proximity to 
danger is given. 

Tue Report on the Geology of the Region near 
the Forty-ninth Parallel, which we mentioned last 
week, is not by Dr. Dawson, but by his son, Mr. 
G. M. Dawson.

GIFT books, 
Trench A rtists of the Pr sent Dey : Notice: ; of 
some Contemporary Painters, by René Ménard 
(Seeley, Jackson & Halliday), consists of reproduc- 
tions by the admirable process of photogravure of 
MM. Goupil & Co. from works by MM. Hébert, 
Bonnat, Gérdme, Legros, Corot, Veyrassat, Mdlle. 
R. Bonheur, and other artists, while the letter-press 
is by M. Ménard, late editor of the Gazette des Beaux- 
Arts, As the papers and plates have been previously 
before the public, our notes on the book must be 
brief and comprehensive. Nevertheless, it would 
be unfair not to praise the beauty of the transcript 
from such famous works as M. Hébert’s famous 
‘Malaria, the group of Pontine peasants in a boat 
floating on the pestilence-laden stream, the very 
reflection of the boat in the water having about it 
something that is gloomy. Hardly less beautiful 
is Corot’s ‘ Landscape’: a pond, with figures in a 
boat ; a groupof bircheson the bank. M. Legros’s 
‘Le Chaudronnier,’ which we saw at the Academy 
and the Salon, is well reproduced here. M. Bou- 
langer’s ‘Gynoeceum’ is the picture of the Salo: 
before the last, a Roman atriwm, where a Roman 
lady watches her sons playing on the edge of the 
impluvium. All the examples have high artistic 
value, and some of them, as shown above, are first- 
rate. M. Ménard’s biographical, critical, descrip- 
tive, and explanatory essays on the artists and 
their works are at once learned and readable. 
Vanity Fair Album: a Show of Sovercigns, 
Statesmen, Judges, and Men of the Present Day. 
By Jehu Junior. Vol. VII. (Vanity Fuu 
Office.) —The artist who produced that masterpiece 
of satire, the statuette of Mr. Robert Lowe,—a 
figure which, we believe, has been cast in brass,— 
continues as vigorous and fresh as ever in the use 
of his pencil ; his sketches are quite equal to the 
best that he formerly produced, and where they 
fail to interest.us it is probably due to the unin- 
teresting characters selected for illustration. I+ 
was in the nature of the case that not a few 
individuals whose parts in the performances oi 
“Vanity Fair” are not conspicuous, should be 
dragged from the background and into the light 
for a moment or two, and that the full light of the 
satirist’s lantern should be turned now and them 
on the little figures which move in the distance ot 
the world’s stage. It is desirable that this should 
be so, and every one knows some persons who live. 
in the assured hope that the pencil of “ Ape” and 
the pen of “Jehu Junior” will be employed to repre- 
sent their persons, and to epitomize their careers 
Indeed there are not a few who have been dis- 
appointed that their claims to satiric honours have- 
been postponed, if not ignored. Among these are- 
several ladies who disdain gailantry, and long tu 
be distinguished. As yet “ Ape” has, we think, 
ignored the demonstrative sex. On the other 
hand, the editor shows a clear idea of the situ- 
ation, and comforts those who might have 
fancied the list of celebrities was likely to be- 
exhausted; while he tells us that as changing 
circumstances change men, so the same persons 
may be “entitled to a new portrait, and a new 
biographical notice”; and opportunities may occur 
for correcting injustice, and for rectifying estimates 
of public men. The notion is a good one, and we 
fancy it has already been put in practice on one or 
two occasions, The portraits before us are, no 
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doubt, extremely uveqas) hoth in conception and 
execution, and sometimes ‘' Jehu Junior” proves the 
better artist; for examples, nothing could be less 
fortunate than the sketch of Sir William Gull, 
while the biography of the physician is, within its 
limits, just, admiring, and almost affectionate, but 
we would rather have a truer effigy of the doctor, 
and we may suggest that he is “entitled to a new 

rtrait.” The biographical notices, although rarely 
lacking wit and point, and only bitter when 
mountebanks are in question, are somewhat man- 
nered and the literary tricks of inversion and 
the sudden presentation of antitheses are too fre- 
quently used. On the whole the most acceptable 
of these studies from life are such as are neither 
true portraits nor caricatures, but partaking of 
both have the spirit of the latter with the veri- 
similitude of the former; among these are General 
Schenck, Lord Redesdale, a capital head and ex- 
gellent likeness; Mr. E. J. Reed, the Duke of 
Buckingham, a drawing which falls little short of 
being heroic, and the same may be said for the notice 
of his Grace, which bas in it phrases that are 
purposely distorted and refracted in the satiric 
jens, and yet have a something about them that 
might be worthy of one of Plutarch’s heroes. 
Wo conclude a list of noteworthy portraits, we 
may single out the Earl of Abergavenny, 
although it has only half a face; the Earl of 
Stradbroke ; Lord Wharncliffe, although it lacks 
much of the power and some of the refinement 
-of the face of the original. In no instance do the 
literary and artistic portraits seem more happy or 
more happily combined than in the case of Mr. 
William Howard Russell, LL.D., but for compact- 
ness of phrase we prefer the epigram on Prof. Max 
Miiller, who is said to “ believe in German unity, 
and has gone so far as warmly to defend the 
Prussian appropriation of it”; the drawing is not 
good. Excellent asa piece of art is the head of 
Lord Alfred Paget ; nearly as good is Sir G. B. Airy, 
K.C.B., of whom it is said that, “ when he has 
served his country as greatly as Prince Leiningen 
and Sir J. Packington, he may attain the honour 
of the Grand Cross.” 

Picturesque People, being Groups from all 
@uarters of the Globe. By W. Simpson. (W. M. 
Thompson.)—Mr. Simpson is one of those much- 
travelled persons who “represent” illustrated news- 
papers in many parts of the earth. The “ Pub- 
disher’s Preface,” which speaks of Mr. Simpson 
in the past tense, states that this gentleman 
thas seen countries. Can it be that he has gone to 
‘act as special “artist” in another region, and that 
he is now engaged in “illustrating” futurity ? 
The sketches represent people in “outlandish ” 
‘costumes ; they appear to have originally possessed 
some artistic merit, if of trivial kind; but, no 
doubt owing to an unfortunate mode of reproduction 
in colours, they are generally clumsy and common- 
place. A few exceptions might be named, yet the 
best are commonplace, some are atrociously bad. 
The letter-press consists of travellers’ notes, col- 
dected to suit the drawings ; these are often read- 
able. 

Sketches from an Artist's Portfolio. By S. P. 
Hall. (Sampson Low & Co.)—Mr. Hall was sent 
<o various countries to “ represent” an English illus- 
trated newspaper; he was much employed in 
France during the Prussian inyasion, and of the 
drawings he made during these excursions he pre- 
sents a selection. We wish they had been better 
worth re-publication, or publication, whichever it 
may be. 

Pictures by Venetian Painters, with Notices of 
the Artists and Subjects engraved. By W. B. Scott. 
<Routledge & Son.)—This book comprises indiffer- 
ent engravings of pictures, and literary notices and 
criticisms by Mr. W. B. Scott, who is not, we sup- 
pose, responsible for the engravings. He is a com- 
petent critic, who has painted pictures and received 
a long technical education in art; and although 
not what is called a “stick’t artist,’ he writes ail 
the better because he really understands what 
he is writing about. We are far from thinking 
Mr. Scott infallible, but he justly says, “ In- 
creased acquaintance with the verdicts of critics 









and investigators does not incline him to trust 
many unprofessional writers. In historical points, 
no doubt, the latest is the best authority,—‘a 
dwarf standing on the shoulders of a giant sees 
farther than the giant himself,—but the under- 
standing of pictures, and of masters as painters, 
belongs to the initiated, and, in the arts, no man 
is initiated except by practice.” He has studied 
the pictures to which he refers in this book, and 
thus knowledge, opportunity, and experience meet 
in his pages, and his letter-press is a great deal too 
good for the trumpery plates which accompany it. 
As an example of his perspicacity, let us take this 
from the essay on Paris Bordone, indicating 
and correcting a common error:—“ True it 
is Bordone is now recognized as one of the 
imitators of Titian, but we question whether he 
was so considered while alive, seeing it was im- 
possible to live and paint in Venice at that time 
without the Venetian manner, of which Titian was 
not the only master, Giorgione having shown even 
him the way. But at the very beginniog of Bor- 
done’s career, Titian could have no prophetic 
knowledge that such would be the case.” We 
regret that the nature of the case and the exigencies 
of space forbid our noticing this capital text at 
length, but, in general terms, we are bound to com- 
mend it as thoroughly readable, honest, tasteful, 
and independent in judgment. 

English Painters of the Georgian Era: Hogarth 
to Turner. Illustrated with Photographs. (Samp- 
son Low & Co.)—This volume contains transcripts 
in small from well-known engravings of generally 
excellent pictures, with suitable popular letter-press. 
Some of the photographs are capital. Altogether 
it is a praiseworthy compilation, and may be called 
a gift-book of moderate merit. 

English Lake Scenery. By E. Walton. Ilus- 
trated with Chromo-lithographs. (W. M. Thomp- 
son.)—To Mr. Walton’s showy and attractive land- 
scapes, Mr. T. Bonney has written a descriptive, 
topographical text, which is quite harmless. We 
desire to say the best that can be said for gift- 
books, especially for such publications as possess 
anything like character, as that before us does. 
Therefore we select the better pictures of this 
series: they are ‘Colwith Force, ‘Rydal Falls, 
‘Grasmere,’ ‘The Old Man, Coniston, ‘ Rydal 
Mere, ‘Derwentwater and Skiddaw.’ Altogether we 
do no violence to our conscience in saying that this 
is a very fit ornament for ordinary drawing-room 
tables, but suited for no other place. It is, at least, 
as good as its forerunners of the same kind. 

A Trip to Musie-Land, a Fairy Tale, forming 
an Allegorical and Pictorial Exposition of the 
Elements of Music. By E. L. Shedlock. Illustrated. 
(Blackie & Son.) —Miss Shedlock aims at obviating 
the “drudgery” attendant on learning the me- 
chanism of music by means of instructions conveyed 
in a sort of legend, and by explaining in a novel 
way the different kinds of notes and their values, 
the clefs and staves, the use of the metronome, the 
different signs of movement and expression. Of 
the practical value of this “allegorical” (!) pro- 
cess of teaching music, we are not in a position to 
speak with confidence, but judging off-hand, and 
with a knowledge of what might result from similar 
efforts to teach another art, we fancy it would not 
succeed. Looking at the tale as a tale, we find it 
very fit for young people, readable enough, and 
even in this way not unlikely to be serviceable in 
imparting at least a comprehensive notion of the 
practice of music, as a whole, and initiating the 
reader into the connexions of part with part in 
the study. There is some humour in the account 
of the efforts of ‘ Reform,” one of the characters, 
to introduce changes in the military arrangements 
of ‘King Harmony.’ The illustrations, although 
elaborate, are poor. 

Views in Wicklow and Killarney. Compiled 
by the Rev. W. J. Loftie. Illustrated. (Marcus 
Ward & Co.)—The illustrations to this book con- 
sist of chromographs from drawings by Mr. T. L. 

towbotham, Although we are not quite sure that 
“ Learning and the arts flourished at Glendalough, 
while in England— 
All our fathers worshipped stocks and stones. 





When Austin came to convert the Kentish 
heathen, the solemn service and daily gop 
sounded already,” &c. As to these points of his. 
tory, it is surely desirable that the Rev. W. J, 
Loftie should consult a late edition of “ Pinnock”. 
his copy seems to be a little out of date, and 
we have no doubt that revised versions of that 
famous history of our country continue to appear, 
In other respects the compiler has done his 
work intelligently and well ; for he has furnished, 
according to the standard in view here, tolerable 
running accounts of the chief beauties of the 
Irish lake country. The chromographs from 
Mr. Rowbotham’s drawings are attractive and 
showy, a little too like opera scenes to satisfy 
educated eyes, but probably not the less fit on 
that account for the book with which they are 
associated. The best of them is a view of 
Glengariff. 

Wild Flowers of the Holy Land. By Mrs, H, 
Zeller. Illustrated. (Nisbet & Co.)—We have 
here fifty-four plates printed in colours, “ drawn 
and painted after Nature,” that is, we suppose, 
these illustrations or rather examples have been 
printed in colours after drawings from nature, 
They look like it, and they are very simple 
and xaive, with much of that elegance which 
attends artless following of natural forms, whether 
they be fioral or mountainous, or of any kind 
between these two kinds. The transcripts them- 
selves are the staple of the book, although it has 
taken not fewer than two learned gentlemen to 
produce, the one an “Introduction” and the 
other a “ Preface.’ One of these writers is 
M.A., LL.D., F.R.S., and Canon of Durham, the 
other, to say nothing of being an “Esq.,” is F.LS, 
and F.Z.S. These erudite worthies have not given 
good Mrs. Zeller much help, for her little draw- 
ings, disposed on the pages like flattened plants 
in a hortus siccus, may, notwithstanding the fact 
that they have no pretensions to be works of art, 
and are not happily coloured, please lovers of 
the Bible, through their unpretending and some- 
times graceful character. We can commend 
‘Plumbago Europea,’ ‘Colchicum Bulbocodioides) 
‘Vinca media,’ ‘ Ricotia lunaria,’ and the pretty 
Syrian Speedwell ‘ Veronica Syriaca,’ as good 
examples of almost puritanical simplicity and 
unambitious elegance. There is no art in these 
things, but as memoranda of the floral wealth 
of Syria they will, as the Canon of Durham has it, 
assure a welcome for Mrs. Zeller’s drawings to 
many an English table. 








ART FOR THE NURSERY. 

The Blue Beard Picture Book, containing Blu 
Beard, Little Red Riding Hood, Jack and the 
Bean Stalk, Babys Own A B C, with thirty-two 
pages of Illustrations, by Walter Crane,— Aladdin 
and the Wonderful Lamp,—The Yellow Dwarf. 
(Routledge & Sons.)—Mr. Crane appears again— 
in colours, and with vivacious designs. These 
works of nursery art will some day take a place 
beside the gems of Stothard, and they have 
additional charm of rich, original, and brilliant 
colour—colour of a high artistic merit, delightful 
in its way to the trained eye. Collectors ought 
to buy the pictures and preserve them, for in time, 
of course, they will, like Mulready’s designs for 
children’s books, be unobtainable. We keep ours 
faithfully, regretting only a few gaps, but still 
enough remain to show the excellence, variety, 
and beauty of the series. In the volume contait- 
ing the three great legends first named above, we 
regret that Mr. Crane has adopted a new mode 
in art, and abandoned the broad, almost fresco-like, 
painting so fortunately employed in ‘ King Luckie 
boy’s Party,’ ‘The Fairy Ship, ‘The Adventures 
of Puffy,’ and ‘The Little Pig, and that he has 
adopted a style of drawing, com’ posing, and evel 
of designing, which is marked by a character o 
unrest, especially as regards the draperies ; there 
is, too, a decided affectation in the attitudes. In 
the three newly-illustrated stories we have i 
excess the qualities which made ‘The Alphabet 
of Old Friends’ very delightful, together with 
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— 
the pomposity of what may be called the Man- 

nesque in design. Now the ornate pompousness 
of Mantegna is all right in a “ Triumph” elabo- 
rately designed for a prince's chamber, and even 
there pure taste winces not seldom ; but nothing 
of the sort is, we submit, desirable in a child’s 
sory-book. We think, therefore, that our artist, 
to whom all owe so much pleasure, has lately 
taken steps in the wrong direction. ‘Baby’s 
Qwn A B Cy although lacking repose in style, 
comprises groups which are perfectly delicious, 
gs that of the gambolling children in ‘ Boys 
and Girls come out to Play,’ and in the 
bed-room scene in ‘Early to Bed,’ the 
infants in ‘Lady Bird, the girl and child in 
‘Nievie, nievie, nicknack,’ the two little ones 
trudging under an umbrella in ‘ Rain, rain, go to 
Spain.’ Although there is a good deal of * go” in 
‘The Yellow Dwarf,’ as in the first design, showing 
the Princess near the Dwarf, and something of 
grandeur in her figure, the draperies, with high 
pretences as to style and order of design, are not 
treated in a searching way: their folds are crude 
in form and mode, the limbs within but roughly, 
not to say inelegantly, indicated. Formerly, Mr. 
Crane would not have given us such coarsely con- 
ceived and meretricious faces as those of the ladies 
jn the next design, nor would he have drawn so 
badly. There is energy in the combat represented 
in the third picture, and abundance of colour, but 
the fourth, the chariot scene, has no spontaneity 
orrefinement. ‘Aladdin’ is even more unequal, 
the youth taking the lamp being first-rate in 
design and colour, but not so careful as it might 
be in execution. 

The Good Old Days; or, Christmas under Queen 
Hlizaleth, by E. Stuart (Marcus Ward & Co.), 
contains illustrations printed in colours, after 
drawings by Mr. Marks, A readable story for 
young people supplies connecting material to the 
different pictures. There is abundant humour in 
the designs, and character is most amusingly 
indicated in the p'cture of the medizval poulterer 
and his customers. ‘ All’s Well that Ends Well’ is 
a capital design of a family in procession, which 
we commend to purchasers. 

The House that Jack Built, feom drawings by 
J. R. Harris, by the “Man all Tattered and 
Torn” (same publishers), contains designs printed 
in colours, which we do not care about ; nearly all 
of them seem to us extremely stupid. 





Fine-Art Gassep. 

Tue Winter Exhibition of the Royal Academy 
will be opened to the public on the ist proximo. 
The pictures in the Rvyal Galleries have supplied 
a considerable proportion of the contents of this 
Exhibition. This yathering comprises not fewer 
than twenty-seven pictures lent by Her Majesty, 
some of the most sp!endid ornaments of the Royal 
Galleries, some from the private apartments of 
Vindsor Castle. This magnificent loan is, we 
believe, a proof that the Queen is acting with a 
definiteintention of settingthe best exampleto other 
owners of works of art, and supporting the great 
educational efforts which the Ruyal Academicians 
are endeavouring to carry out by means of the 
annual collections of works by ancient masters, 
the bringing together of which is a heavy and 
wholly gratuitous Jabour. 

Mr. Marks has just completed a series of 
decorations for the country-house of Mr. Henry 
H, Gibbs, at Aldenham, near Elstree, Herts. They 
consist of eight panels, painted in oil, of the 
average size of four feet by three feet, the sub- 
jects being birds of various kinds, each picture 
containing two or more of the same species. The 
birds represented are pelicans, herons, and night 
herons, cranes, storks, eagles, penguins, &c. The 
panels, which are treated in a pictorial and natu- 
talistic manner, will be fixed in the library of the 
house, which is a building of the period of William 
and Mary. The first designs for two of the panels, 
‘Cranes’ and ‘ Storks,’ are now exhibiting at the 
Water Colour Society’s Gallery in Pall Mall.

ALTHOUGH a certain number of amateurs and 
professors, tired of the constant repetition of the 
* Messiah’ and ‘Israel in Egypt, are fond of ask- 
ing for the revival of Handel’s other compositions, 
the general public, unfortunately, will not sympa- 
thize with the agitation, and when the less 
familiar oratorios are brought out, after an interval 
of years, the managers of the Sacred Harmonic 
Society find that a deficit takes the place of the 
surplus which alone can enable them to sustain 
the sacred schoolon sucha grand scale, ‘ Deborah’ 
is an illustration of the indisposition to include the 
oratorio in the permanent répertoire. Originally 
heard in Exeter Hall in 1843 and 1844, the 
work remained in the library until 1854, when 
an attempt was made to give it vitality with a 
powerful cast of vocal singers, such as cannot be 
secured in 1875; moreover, Sir Michael Costa 
strengthened the score—so meagre in its original 
state—by writing additional parts fur the wind 
instruments. Still public prejudice prevented 
‘ Deborah’ from reappearing until 1862, when there 
was a single performance ; and fresh essays were 
made in 1869, and again in 1872. There 
is no difficulty in predicting that in 1875 
‘Deborah’ will make few converts; but the 
vex populi is in this case assuredly not the voz 
Dei, for vot even in the idolized ‘ Messiah’ and 
‘Israel in Egypt’ are finer specimens of the Han- 
delian choral thunder than are to be found in 
‘Deborah,’ nor are some of the solos inferior in 
melodious inspiration and in fiery character 
to the airs in the popular favourites. The 
book of Samuel Humphreys is awkwardly 
laid out, dull and puerile, and, in some situa- 
tions, borders on burlesque. It is marvellous 
that Handel should have been inspired by his 
poet’s prosaic lines. Yet the composer is him- 
self in some degree responsible for the listless- 





ness of modern audieaces. He wrote music of 
the most martial and energetic type for two con- 
traltos, having, as it is presumed, in 1733,— 
when ‘ Deborah’ was first done at the Haymarket 
Italian Opera-house, by desire of George the Second 
—no adequate tenor fur the male characters. 
Sir Michael Costa has partially remedied this 
serious drawback by transferring one of the con- 
tralto parts to a tenor; but the conductor has 
been much too abstemious in his treatment of 
Handel’s score, which would gain in interest im- 
mensely if the recitatives had accompaniments 
written for the voices, instead of relying on the 
monotonous twang of the chords of the violoncello 
and double bass, This remodelling of the recita- 
tives is the more advisable, inasmuch as our 
English artists will persist in dragging the 
declamatory strains, so that they are readered 
intolerably dull aud tedious. We have out- 
lived the cuckoo cry,—“The score, the whole 
score, and nothing but the score,’ the worn-out 
“ platform” of the purists. The orchestration of the 
ancient masters, confined to so few executants in 
their day, has necessarily been expanded, when 
the choralists are counted by thousands, as in the 
Handel Festival. We expressed the hope, in our 
notice of ‘ Deborah’ in the Atheneum of February 
3, 1872, No. 2310, that the Directors of the Sacred 
Harmonic Society would repeat the oratorio more 
often, as it would grow in popularity as it became 
known; but we utterly despair of this if no 
higher class of vocalists can be found than the 
artists who sang on the 10th inst., for, however fine 
the playing of the accompaniments by the band, 
and however powerful the singing of the choral- 
ists, the solos, with a mixed audience, are the chief 
points of attraction. The cold correctness of some 
of our singers is quite provoking. The selection of 
the two sopranos was most unfortunate, and, with- 
out disputing the artistic accuracy of Miss Elton, 
Mr. Montem Smith, and Mr. Lewis Thomas, 
we may fairly say that, owing to their lack 
of dramatic feeling and power, they failed to 
impart interest to the Handelian airs, which, 
from their formality and stiffness, require 
expert, intellectual, and energetic singers to in- 
terpret. On the other hand, there was compensation 
and consolation in the colossal choruses; the 
masses sang with a smoothness, exactness, and 
precision, and a nice observance of the gradua‘ions 
of tone, worthy of all praise. The freshness of the 
sopranos, the richness of the contraltos, the vigour 
of the tenors, and the solid substratum of the 
basses, indicated care in the selection of the voices, 
and that proper preparation had been made for the 
fine ensemble which the choir achieved. 





CONCERTS, 

Tue new Concerto for violin and orchestra, 
in F, Op. 39, composed and executed by Mr. 
Henry Holmes, at the Crystal Palace, on the 
llth inst, is one of his early works written 
while on a tour with his brother in Germany. 
There are the orthoiox movements, the subjects 
of which are all more or less pleasing, and 
their treatment is skilful and effective ; the 
difficulties of execution for the soloist are 
great, but the artist’s technical proficiency is 
equal to all demands on dexterity. The concerto 
was well received. The other instrumental items 
were Beethoven's Symphony, in B flit; M. 
Gounod’s overture, ‘La Nonne Sanglante’; and 
Schumann’s prelude to ‘Manfred, the entire 
score of which ought to be heard here, as weil as 
his ‘Scenen aus Faust,’ in which his ability is much 
more clearly shown than in the dull ‘ Paradise and 
the Peri.’ The music to Byron’s ‘Manfred’ has 
found great favour with the subscribers to the 
Paris Conservatoire Concerts. Mdlle. Ida Corani, 
a sister of Madame Corani, the prima donia, made 
her début at Sydenham, and in Herr Brahms’s 
“ Cradle Song” made a very favourable impression. 
Her voice, a soprano of considerable compass, is 
sympathetic, and her style is good. 

There was no novelty in the programmes of the 
Popular Concerts of the 11th and 13th, but Herr 
Halle has reappeared as pianist, and joined 
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Madame Norman-Néruda in the popular Kreut- 
zer Sonata of Beethoven, which it is a pity Madame 
Essipoff and Herr Wilhelmj did not play. The 
Russian lady will perform for the last time this 
afternoon (the 18th inst.), after which the series of 
concerts will cease until the 10th of January next 


year.

Stozzi ; Signori Nicolini, Padilla and Zac- 
chini, and M. Capoul. Signor Verdi's ‘Aida’ and 
‘Don Carlos,’ M. Gounod’s ‘ Mireille’ and ‘ Roméo 
et Juliette,’ M. Ambroise Thomas’s ‘ Mignon,’ and 
Herr Wagner’s ‘ Lohengrin,’ will be mounted, be- 
sides the ‘ Barbiere,’ ‘ Trovatore,’ &c. 

M. Coronne, at the Chatelet concerts in Paris, 
has successfully revived the dramatic symphony 
by Berlioz, ‘Roméo et Juliette,” a work which 
English audiences would certainly prefer to Beet- 
hoven’s Ninth Choral Symphony. It is surprising 
that this splendid setting of Shakspeare’s tragedy 
is not performed inits entirety at the Crystal Palace. 
It is some years since the late Frederick Beale 
engaged the French composer to conduct the work 
in Exeter Hall. There is also the symphony of 
‘ Harold en Italie,’ by Berlioz, which ought to have 
a place in the Sydenham répertoire. In Paris, 
since the death of the composer, his productions 
are introduced continually at the Conservatoire 
and other classical concerts, where the highest 
order of orchestral music is executed.

Court.—‘ Broken Hearts, a Fairy Play,’ in Three Acts. By 
W. 8. Gilbert. : 


Tat Mr. Gilbert should have found fairy 
stories a convenient vehicle for satire is easily 
conceived. One of the simplest and most 
customary means of ridiculing human institu- 
tions is to test their effect upon unsophisticated 
natures. Fairy machinery lends itself readily 
to such a purpose. In a world in which 
nothing can be pronounced impossible or 
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logical, since the law of sequence is abro- | ‘The Faithful Shepherdess’ of Beaumont and 


gated, the wildest experiments are permissible. 
jn his fairy dramas, accordingly, Mr. Gilbert 
has done elaborately what, with machinery 
much less complicated, was accomplished by 
Voltaire in more than one of his tales, and 
notably in his ‘L’Ingénu.’ Galatea,—who 
from a statue is converted into a woman, and 
who, in a candid and ingenuous search after 
truth, finds nothing around her but deceit, 
insincerity, and sham,—is a femirine counter- 
part to the Huron of Voltaire. Gradually, 
however, in his employment of these means, 
Mr. Gilbert has laid upon them a heavier 
duty. At first the satirical purpose was suffi- 
cient. The comic complications of ‘The 
Palace of Truth’ sought only to provoke 
laughter. In ‘Pygmalion and Galatea’ the 
author blended sadness with mirth, and, by 
ahumanizing touch, presented his heroine as 
sickened with the follies and frivolities around 
her, and seeking again the repose of marble, 
from which she had been roused. From this 
position to that he now assumes is a short and 
easy step. After presenting a being weary of 
the torments of love, and invoking oblivion, it 
is natural to depict one to whom the torments 
themselves shall prove fatal. In these three 
pieces, however, Mr. Gilbert has presented him- 
selfinas many different lights, In ‘The Wicked 
World’ he is a satirist, in ‘Pygmalion and 
Galatea’ he is a humourist, and in ‘ Broken 
Hearts’ he is a poet. The three plays toge- 
ther form the most important contribution 
to fairy literature that has been supplied by 
any dramatist, or, indeed, any writer, since the 
commencement of the seventeenth century. 

Allusions to fairies in the two shapes in 
which they are most commonly presented, as 
beings akin to the nymphs of classic legends 
and the fate of Italian romance, or as the 

—- demi-puppets, that 

By moonshine do the green-sour ringlets make, 

Whereof the ewe not bites— 
are common in early literature, and more than 
one of our early plays contains allusions to 
them. It was reserved, however, for the time 
of Queen Elizabeth and her Stuart successors 
to see an epic poem, half-a-dozen plays, and 
lyrics innumerable written in their honour. 
Acurious and interesting branch of study is 
offered by the part the elves play in litera- 
ture. In the poems of Jonson, Browne, Herrick, 
Mennis, and Drayton we see diminutive crea- 
tures whose interference in human affairs is 
capricious, often benevolent, and at worst mis- 
chievous. In Spenser’s great poem, and in 
the allusions to fairy damsels in ‘ Paradise 
Lost,’ these beings are the nymphs of romance. 
Shakspeare, in the ‘Midsummer Night’s 
Dream,’ presents the fairies as diminutive, 
but makes Titania fall in love with Bottom, 
which she could scarcely have done had she 
been like Queen Mab, a riva!. potentate,

In dealing 
with a subject on which little is known, and to 
which it is scarcely probable we shall revert, 
it is worth while to refer to one or two subse- 
quent works belonging to this category. Of 
more recent plays of this class, ‘Edgar and 
Emmeline,’ attributed to Dr. Hawkesworth, 
and produced at Drury Lane, is the most 
noteworthy, since it was more than once re- 
vived, and on one occasion Mrs. Siddons 
played the heroine. Its plot is agreeable, and 
some of the fairy verses are not without music. 
‘Fairy Favour,’ by Thomas Hull, ‘The Fairy

of the kind, are adaptations from Shakspeare 
or Ben Jonson. A play called ‘The Fairy 
Queen’ was among those destroyed by War- 
burton’s cook. Since then fairies have rarely 
appeared, except in burlesque and pantomime. 
Mr. Albery’s ‘Oriana,’ an ingenious and not 
too successful work, catching something of the 
spirit of Beaumont and Fletcher, deserves 
mention. 

Mr. Gilbert’s plays are only so far concerned 
with the fairies that his scene is Fairy Land. 
Thoroughly human are, with few exceptions, all 
his characters; and it is only by being subject 
to the operations of charms and talismans they 
are distinguishable from ordinary mortals. In 
his ‘Pygmalion and Galatea,’ his heroine 
seemed to ask, in the words of the chorus in 
‘ Atalanta in Calydon,’— 

Was there not evil enough, 

Mother, and anguish on enrth 

Born with a man at his birth, 
* * ~ cas 


That thou must lay on him love? 
The lesson in ‘Broken Hearts’ is in part the 
same, since Love is the destroyer. 1t shows, 
however, the vanity of resistance against his 
might, and so recalls the lovely song in 
* Valentinian’ :— 
Hear ye ladies that despise 
What the mighty love has done ; 
Fear examples and be wise — 
Fair Calisto was a nun ; 
Leda, sailing on a stream 
To deceive the hopes of man, 
Love accounting but a dream, 
Doted on a silver swan ; 
Danaé, in a brazen tower 
Where no love was, loved a shower. 
Having, as she believes, lost her lover, 
Prince Florian of Spain, who is supposed to 
have been drowned, the Lady Hilda, with fou 
maidens, victims of similar calamity, and with 
a young sister, the Lady Vavir, a stranger yet 
to love, seeks a summer island which is a por- 
tion of the outlying domains of Fairy Land. 
Here, however, though no mortal except 
Mousta, a deformed dwarf, approaches them, 
they are not quite safe from love. As man 
there is none to cherish, one takes for lover a 
sun-dial, a second a fountain, and a third, 
moved by an instinct more appreciably femi- 
nine, her glass. To this bower comes Prince 
Florian the Knight, whose rumoured death 
has driven Hilda into seclusion. Possessor of 
a magic scarf, of a virtue like that assigned by 
Madame de Girardin to the famous Canne de 
M. de Balzac, of rendering its wearer invisible, 
Florian amuses himself by answering the 
loving words addressed by the maidens to the 
objects of their preference. With one of these,

Hilda, he is much impressed. Being happy 
enough to overhear her confession of affection 
for him, admiration at once ripens into love. 
While waiting an opportunity to avow himself, 
he is deprived of the talisman by Mousta, 
who, having long loved Hilda, employs it as 
a means to woo her unseen. Personating 
a fountain, Mousta speeds so well in his court- 
ship, he induces the maiden to go through a 
form of betrothal. Her horror at discover- 
ing in the man to whom she is aflianced her own 
misshapen servant is, of course, intense. By 
stratagem she gains from him the scarf, and 
then, with bitter derision, ‘ids him profit by 
a bride he shall never see again. The difli- 
culty thus raised is in the end conquered. 
Before the lovers are made happy, Vavir has 
to die—“ On ne badine pas avec l'amour.” 
From the words carelessly addressed to her 
by Florian, Vavir has drawn a passionate love, 
the defeat of which means death. Mainly by 
gentle stratagems, Hilda and Florian strive to 
comfort her. She is like the little western 
flower on which the bolt of Cupid fell— 

3efore milk-white, now purple with love’s wound. 
Her death is painless, however, and her last 
adieux to the lovers are coupled with words of 
affection. 

So ends a play which, though weak in parts, 
is tender, touching, and poetical. Many of 
the speeches are happy in language as well as 
dramatic, and the entire action is supremely 
moving. Faults of detail are observable in 
minor matters. Mousta’s surrender of his 
schemes of vengeance, upon the delivery by 
Florian of some words not too noteworthy 
for kindness, is an instance of the species of 
gratitude that Shylock repudiated in his deal- 
ing with Antonio— 

Fair sir, you spat on me on Wednesday last, 

You spurn’d me such a day; another time 

You call’d me dog, and for these courtesies 

I'll lend you thus much moneys. 
The character of Vavir needs very delicate 
treatment, and with a less admirable interpre- 
tation would probably have proved mawkish. 
Miss Hollingshead imparted to it, however, a 
purity and delicacy such as have seldom been 
seen on the stage. To this supreme purity, 
indeed, the success of the whole was princi- 
pally ascribable. Mrs. Kendal, as [/¢/da, was 
once or twice declamatory, and at the close, 
by a scream as out of place as would be a 
clang of «ymbals at the termination of Men- 
delssohn’s overture to the ‘Midsummer Night’s 
Dream,’ almost ruined the play. The piece 
does not call for realistic interpretation. It is 
probable enough a woman would scream on 
tinding her sister dead. The motive, how- 
ever, in this case is different, the piece being 
intended to end ina pianissimo, After im- 
planting two kisses on the pallid lips, the 
sound of which was quite audible in the 
breathess silence of the house, Mrs. Kendal 
should have thrown herself into her lover's 
arms. In her general rendering M 3. Kendal 
was excellent. Mr. Kendal was gailant as the 
Prince, and Mr. Anson effective as the dwarf. 
It is creditable to English audiences that a 
piece of this character should obtain a warmly 
favourable verdict. 








Oramatic Gossip. 
Once more the ‘ Andria’ of Terence has been 
performed by the Westminster boys. The inter- 
pretation is wore than equal to that of any recent 
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years, the Simo of Mr. Turner being excellent in 
all elocutionary respects, and the Davus of Mr. 
Courtenay and the Lesbia of Mr. Vyvyan disclos- 
ing some knowledge of character. There is the 
old uneasiness of movement and angularity of 
gesture, however, of which complaint is always 
made. A great advance will be seen when the 
actors learn to move the arm from the shoulder 
and not from the elbow, and when they will 
vary the habit of pumping up “imperceptible 
water” whenever they wish to be impressive. 
Relief from the prevailing monotony would be 
afforded, and a sense of meaning would be con- 
veyed, if Davus, in one of his perplexities, would 
hit his head with his hand, or use some move- 
ment different from the familiar see-saw. The 
play, well known as it is, serves as well as another 
for this performance. 


Sicnor Rosst has appeared in ‘ Macbeth’ with 
complete success. The postponement of his per- 
formance was ascribable to the death of his son, 
and the visit to San Remo it entailed. 


A mornine performance of ‘The Merchant of 
Venice’ was given on Wednesday at the Gaiety 
Theatre. The company consisted of amateurs, and 
the occasion was without interest. 

A PAMPHLET, entitled ‘Poets and Profits,’ 
written by Mr. C. L. Kenney, and issued by Mr. 
Chatterton, gives an account of the fortunes of 
Drury Lane Theatre while under Mr. Chatterton’s 
control. This illustrates fully the precarious 
nature of theatrical success. It is known in thea- 
trical circles that the ambition of a Drury Lane 
management seldom extends far beyond spreading 
over the remainder of a season the certain profits 
of the pantomime. It appears, however, that, of 
Mr. Chatterton’s dramatic ventures, the version of 
‘Faust,’ by Mr. Bayle Bernard, paid its expenses, 
‘The Great City,’ by Mr. Halliday, was a remark- 
able success. Five thousand pounds were lost 
with ‘Marino Faliero” The ‘King of Scots’ is to 
be classed as a success. ‘ Formosa’ brought a net 
profit of 10,000/., swelled to 12,000/. by the sub- 
sequent revival of the ‘Peep o’ Day’ of Mr. Fal- 
coner. ‘Amy Robsart’ and ‘Rebecca’ came 
scarcely behind ‘Peep o’ Day,’ but the ‘ Lady of 
the Lake’ was a loss. Between four and five 
thousand pounds were lost by ‘ Antony and Cleo- 
patra.’ ‘The Talisman’ was also a failure. These 
statistics, which are vouched for by Mr. Kenney, 
are put forward in support of the famous mana- 
gerial formula—Shakspeare spells ruin, and Byron 
bankruptcy. Every Shakspearean performance 
has been unfortunate in results. It does not quite 
follow that what has been will be. A different 
kind of performance might yet succeed. Shak- 
speare and Halliday is not quite as fortunate a 
combination as, let us say, Beaumont and Fletcher. 
Drury Lane, moreover, requires to fill its stage 
with tragedians such as England does not supply 
in very great numbers. 


‘Otp Puit’s Birtupay,’ a comedy by Mr. J. P. 
Wooler, served to show, at its first production at 
the Strand, in 1862, that the late Mr. Rogers, 
though a clever actor was far behind Robson. Its 
revival at the Criterion proves that Mr. Burton, 
who is not a particularly clever actor, is far behind 
Rogers. Miss Carlisle, Mr. and Mrs. Price, Mr. 
Lin Rayne, and Mr. E. Bruce are included in the 
cast, 

A NEW comedy, by the late T. W. Robertson, 
is to be produced to-night at the Charing Cross 
Theatre. 

Mr. Tom Taytor’s drama of ‘Anne Boleyn’ 
will be produced at the Haymarket, on the 17th 
of next January. Miss Neilson will play Anne 
Boleyn, Mr. Harcourt Henry the Eighth. Miss 
Carlotta Addison and Mr, Arthur Cecil are also 
included in the cast. 

‘Miss Gwitt,’ the dramatized version of Mr. 
Wilkie Collins’s novel of ‘ Armadale,’ has obtained 
a favourable reception in Liverpool. Miss Ada 
Cavendish played the heroine. 


‘La Penrte Puvie,’ a one-act comedietta of M. 
Pailleron, produced at the Comédie Francaise, was 





brilliantly acted, and obtained a complete success. 
Its scene is an inn on the French frontiers of Italy, 
and its principal character a wife who is eloping 
with a lover. An accident to her carriage is made 
the most of by the innkeeper, and the delay thus 
afforded brings upon the scene the hostess, under 
whose roof the elopement has been planned and 
executed. Her remonstrances and persuasions, 
long resisted, triumph at last, and in the end the 
lover is dismissed with a simple “Adieu, Monsieur.” 
The play is well written and cleverly constructed. 
Malle. Broisat played the heroine, and M. Febvre 
her lover. Madame Arnould-Plessy obtained a 
conspicuous triumph as the friendly counsellor, and 
Mdlile. Samary one scarcely less noteworthy as an 
innkeeper’s wife. 

‘Recina Sarpt,” by MM. Denayrouze and 
Ohnet, produced at the Théitre Historique, is a 
drama upon the often-treated subject of the Cor- 
sican vendetta. Between the two families of 
Sarpi and Teverano a long-standing feud exists. 
This Luigi, the last male scion of the Sarpis, seeks 
to close by a marriage with Andréa Teverano, the 
daughter of his enemy. Regina Sarpi, however, 
who loves him, slays the father of the bride, and 
charges Luigi with the murder, interposing thus, as 
she supposes, an insurmountable obstacle to the 
union. In the end, Regina commits suicide, and 
the lovers are happy. This gloomy drama obtained 
a favourable reception, principally attributable to 
the superb impersonation of the heroine by Madame 
Marie Laurent. 

‘Les Enrants Biancs’ of MM. Mallefille and 
D’Artigues, produced at the Théatre Cluny, is a 
tale of the Whiteboys in Ireland, and is probably 
a translation from an English or Irish work, It 
met with no great success.
